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A PREFACE, OR RATHER A BRIEEE 


APOLO@®GIE OF POETRIE, AND OF THE 
| Author amd tranſſator of this Poem 
le learned Plararch in his Laconicall Apothegmes, tels of a So- 
U phiſter that made a long and tedious Oration in praiſe of Hercules, 
Ld and expecting at the end thereof for ſome great thanks and ap- 
91 D plauſe of the hearers,a certaine Lacedemonian demanded him who 
* oy diſpraiſed Fercules Me thinkes the like may be now ſaid to 
me, taking vpon me the defence of Poecſie, for ſurely if learning in 
Igenerall were of that account among vs, as it ought to be among 
ö all men, and is among wiſe men, then ſhould this my Apologie 
ol Poeſie (the verie firſt nurſe and ancient grandmother of all learning) be as vaine and 
ſuperfluous as as that Sophiſters , becauſe it might then be aunſwered and truly anſwe- 
red, that no man diſgraced it. But ſith we liue in ſuch a time, in which nothing can eſcape 
the enuious tooth, and backbiting tongue of an impure mouth;and wherein euerie blind 
corner hath a ſquint cyed Zeulus, that can lookea right vpon no mans doings, (yea ſure 
there be ſome that will not ſticke to call Hercuſes himſelfe a daſtard , becauſe forſooth he 
fought with aclub and not at the rapyer and dagger:) therfore I thinke no man of iudge- 
ment will iudge this my labour needlcſle, in ſeeking to remoue away thoſe ſlaunders t 
either the malice of thoſe that loue it not, cr the folly of thoſe that vnderſtand it not, hath 
deuiſcd againſt it:for indeed as the old ſaying is, Scientia non habet mmncum pr eter ignor an- 
tem. Knowledge hath no foe bat the ignorant. But now becauſe make account I haue to 
deale with three fundrie kindes of reproouers , one of thoſe that condemne all Poetrie, 
which (how ſtrong head ſo euer they haue) I count but a verie weake fattion; another of 
thoſe that alloy Poctrie,but not this particular Poem; of which kind ſure there cannot be 
mane; a third of thoſe that can beare with the art, & like of the worłce, but will finde fault 
with my not well handling of it, which they may not onely probably, but I doubt too 
truely do; being a thingas commonly done as ſaid , that where the hedge is loweſt, there 
doth cuery man go ouer:Therfore againſt theſe three I muſt arme me with the beſt defen- 
hue weapons I can , and if I happen to giue a blow now and then in mine owne defence, 
and as good fenſers vie to ward & ſtrike at once, I muſt craue pardon of courſe, ſeing our 
law altowes that is done 8 defendendo and the law of nature teacheth tom v — Firſt 
therfore of Poetrie it ſelfe, for thoſe few that generally diſallow it, might be ſufficient to 
all edge thoſe many that generally approue it, of which I could bring in ſuch an army, not 
of ſ-uldiers, but of famous kings & captaines, as not only the ſight, but the verie found of 
them were able to vanquiſh and diſmay the ſmal forces of our aducrſaries.For who would 
once dare to oppole himſelfe 1 many Alexanders, Cæſars, Scipros, (to omit in- 
finite other princes, both of former and later ages, and of forraine and nearer countries) 
that with fauour, with ſtudie, with prattiſe, with example, with honors, with giftes, 
with preferments, with great and magnificent colt , haue encoraged and aduanced Poets, 
& Poetry? As witnes the huge Theaters, and Amphitheaters, monuments of ſtupendious 
e, made onely for Tragedies and Comedies, the workes of Poets to be repreſented 
on: but all cheſe aids and defences I leaue as ſuperfluous , my cauſe I count ſo good, 
and the euidence ſo open, that I neither neede to vſe the countenance of any great 
ſtate to boulſter it, nor the cunning of anie ſuttle lawyer to enforce it: my meaning is 
plaincly 
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N and bona fide, conſeſſing all the abuſes that can truely be obiected againſt ſome 
eind of Poets to ſhew you what good vſe there is of Poetrie. Neither do I ſuppoſe it tobe 
greatly behoofull tor this purpoſe, to trouble you with the curious definitions of a Poet 
and Poeſie, & with the ſubtill diſtinctions of their ſundrie kinds, nor to diſpute how high 
and ſupernatural the name of a Maker is, ſo chriſtned in Engliſh by that vnknowne God- 
father, that this laſt yeare ſaue one, viz. 1589. ſet forth a bookecalled the Art of Engliſh 
Poetrie: and leaſt of all do I purpoſe to beſtow any long time to argue whether Plato, Ze- 
nophon, and Eraſmus, writing fictions and Dialogues in proſe, may iuſtly be called Poets, 
or whether Lucam writing a ſtory in verſe be an hiſtoriographer or whether Maſter Faire 
tranſlating I 1g, Maſter Golding tranſlating Omas Nletamorphoſis, and my ſelfe in this 
worke that you ſce,be any more then verſifiers, as the ſame Ig noto termeth all tranſlators: 
for as for all, or the molt part of ſuch queſtions, I will refer you to Sir Phi/ip Sidneys A 
logie. who doth handle them right learnedly, or to the forenamed treatiſe where they are 
diſcourſed more largely, and where, as it were a whole receit of Pcetrie is preſcribed, with 
ſo manic new named figures, as would put me in great hope in this age to come, would 
breed manic excellent Poets; ſaue for one obſeruation that I gather out of the verie ſame 
book. For though the poore gentleman laboreth greatly to proue, or rather tomake Poe- 
trie an art, and reciteth as you may ſee in the plurall number, ſome pluralities of patterns, 
and parcels of h15 owne Poetrie, with diuerſe pieces of Partheniads and hymnes in praiſe 
of the molt praiſworthy; yet wahtſotuer he would proue by all theſe, ſure in my poore 
opinion he doth proue nothing more plainly, then that which NI. Sidney and all the lear- 
neder ſort that haue written of it, do pronounce , namely that it is a gift and not an art, 
I ſay he proucth it, becauſe making himſcife and manie others ſo cunning in the art, yet he 
ſheweth lumſelfe ſo llender a gift in it; deſeruing to be commended as Alartiall praiſeth 
one that he compares to Tdh.

But to come to the purpoſe. and toſpeake after the phraſe of the common ſort, that terme 
all chat is written in verſe Poetrie, and rather in ſcorne then in praiſe,beftow the name of 
a Poet,on cuerie baſe ry mer and balladmaker, this I fay ofit and I thinke I fav truly. that 
there are many good leſſons to be learned out of it, many good examples to be found in 
it. many good vſes to be had of it, & that therfore it is not, nor ought not to be deſpiſed by 
the wiſer ſort, but ſo to be ſludied and imployed,as was intended by the firlt writers & de- 
uiſers thereof, which is to ſoften and poliſh the hard and rough diſpohtions of men, and 
make them capable of vertue and good diſcipline, 

I cannot denie but tovs that are Chriſtians in reſpect of the high end of all, which is 
thehcalth of our ſoules, not only Poetrie but al other ſtudies of Philoſophy are in a man- 
ner vaine & ſuperſſuous: yea (as the wile man faith ) whatſocuer is vnder the ſunne is va- 
nitie of vamties,and nothing but vanitie.But ſith we live with men & not with ſaints, and 
becauſe fer men can embrace this itrict and ſtoicall diuinitie or rather indeed for that the 
holy ſcriptures in which thoſe high myſteries of our ſaluation are contained are a deepe & 
profound ſtudie, and not ſubiect to euerie weake capacitie no not to the higheſt wits and 
iudgments, except they be firſt illuminat by Gods ſpirit, or inſtructed by his teachers and 
preachers: therefore we do firſt read ſome other authors, making them as it were a looking 
glaſle tothe eyes ofour minde; and then after we haue gathered more ſtrength, we enter 
into profounder ſtudies of higher myſteries , hauing firſt as it were enabled our eyes by 
long beholding the ſunne in a baſon of water at laſt to looke vpon the ſunne it ſelſe. 
So we read how that great Mot, whole learning and ſanctitie is fo renowned 
ouer all nations, was firſt inſtructed in the learning of the Egyptians, before he came to 
that high contemplation of God and familiaritie (as I may ſo terme it) with God. So the 
notable Prophet Damel was brought vp in the learning of the Chaldeans, & made that che 
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firſt ſtep of his higher vocation to be a Prophet. If then we may by the example of two 
ſuch ſpecial ſeruants of God ſpend ſome of our young yeares in ſludies of humanitie,what 
better and more meete ſtadie is there for a young man then Poetric ? ſpecially Heroicall 
Poeſie, that with her {weet — doth erect the mind & lift it vp to the conſideration 
of the higheſt matters : and alluretli tliem, that of themſelues would other iſe loth them, 
to take and ſwallow & digeſt the holſome precepts of Philoſophic, and many times cuen 
of the true diuinitie. W herefore Plutarch hauing written a whole treatiſe of the praiſe of 
Homers workes, and another of reading Pocts, doth begin this latter with this compati- 
ſon, that as men that are ſickly and haue weake {tomakes, or daintie taſtes, do many times 
thinke that fleſh molt delicate to cate, that is not fleſh,and thoſe tithes that be not fiſliʒſo 


- young men (faith he) do like beſt that Philoſophy, that is not Philoſophue, or that is not 
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deliueted as Philoſoplue, and ſuch are the pleaſant writings of learned Poets, that are the 
pular Philoſophers and the popular diuines. Likewiſe T aſſo in his excellent worke of 
eruſalem Liberato, likeneth Poctrie to the Phiſicke that men giue vnto little children 
when they are ſick;h1s verſe is this in Italian, ſpeaking to God with a pretie Proſopopcia.

This is then that honeſt fraud, in which/as Plutarch ſaitli he that is deceined,is wiſer then 
he that is not decgiued, & he that doth deceiue. is honeſter then he that doth not deceiue. 
But briefly to anſwere to the cluefe obiectionsʒ Cornelius Agritpa. a man of learning & 
authoritic not to be deſpiſed, maketh a bitter inuectiue againſt Poets and Poeſie, and the 
ſumme ot his reproofe of it is this (which 1s al that can with any probability be ſaid againſt 
it:) That it is a nurſe of lies a pleaſer of fooles, a breeder of dangerous errors, and an inticer 
to wantonnes. I might here warne thoſe that wil vrge this mans authoritie to the diſgrace 
of Poetrie, to take — (of what calling ſo euer they be) leaſt with the ſame weapon that 
they thinke to giue Poctrie a blow, they giue themſelues a maime. For Agrypa taketh 
his pleaſure of greater matters then Poetrie; I maruel how he durſt do it, ſaucthat I ſee he 
hath done it. he hath ſpared neither myters nor ſcepters. The courts of Princes where 
vertue is rewarded, iuſlice maintaincd , oppreſſions relicucd , he cals them a Colledge of 
Giants,of Tyrants, of oppreſſors, warriors : the molt noble ſort of noble men, lie termeth 
curſed, bloodie, wicked, and ſacrilegious perſons. Noble men (and vs poore Gentlemen 
that thinke to borrow praiſe of our aunceltors deſerts and good fame, he affirmeth to bea 
race of the ſturdjer ſort of knaucs,and lycencious livers. Treaſurers & other great officers 
ol the common welth, with graue counſellors whole wiſe heads are the pillers of the ſtate, 
he affirmeth generally to be robbers and peclers of the realme, and priuic traitors that ſell 


their princes tauours,and rob weldeſeruing ſeruitors of their reward. |

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I omit as his pecca444.4, how he nicknamcth pricits ſaying, forthe moſt part they are hy- 
pocrites, lawyers; ſaying they are all theeues; phiſicians, ſaying they are manie of them 
murtherers: ſo as I thinkeit were a good motion and would eaſily paſſe by the conſent of 
the three eſtates, that this mans authoritic ſhould be vtterly adnilulated, that dealeth fo 
hardly and vniuſtly with all forts of profeſſions. But tor the reicctiſig of his writings I re- 
fer it to others that haue powre to doit, and to condemne him for a generall libeller, but 
for that he writcth againſt Poctrie , I meane to ſpeake a word or two in refuting thereot. 
And firſt for lying, 1 might it Lift excuſe · it by the rule of Pot licentia, and claime a 
priuiledge giuen to Poetrie, whoſe art is but an unitation (as Arritorle calletli it & there- 
fore are allowed to faine what they liſt, according to that old verſe, 


Iuridicis, Erebo, ſi co, fas t iuere rapto, 
Ailitibus, medicis, tortori, occidere Ludo eſt: 
Atextiri Aſtrenom:s,pifloribus at que Poct is. 
Which becauſe I count it without reaſon, Iwill Engliſh without rime. 
Lawyers, Hell and the ¶ hecquer are allowed to lime on ſboule, 
Soldiers, Phiſicians, and hangmen make a [pert of murther, 


Aſtronomers, Pamters, and Pocts may lye by anthoruie. 


Thus you ſce,that Poets may lye if they lift ( priuriegio: but what if they lye leaſt of all 
other men? what if they lye not at all? then I thinke that great ſlaunder is verie vmuſtly 
raiſed vpon them. For in my opinion they are ſaid properly to lye, that aſhrme that to be 
true that is falſe: and how other arts can free themſelues from this blame, let them look that 
proteſle them : but Poets neuer athrming any for true, but preſenting them to vs as fables 
and imitations, cannot lye though they would: and becauſe this obiection of lyes is the 
chiefe, and that vpon wluch the reſt be grounded, I wil ſtand the longer vpon tie clearing 
thereof. 

The ancient Poets haue indeed wrapped as it were in their writings diuers and ſundry 
meanings, which they call the ſences or myſteries thereof. Firſt of all tor the litterall ſence 
(as it were the vtmoſt barke or ryne) they ſet downe in manner of an hiſtoric, the acts and 
notable exploits of ſome perſons worthy memorie; then in the ſame fiction, as a ſecond 
rine and ſume what more ſine, as it werenearer to the pith and marrow,they place the Mo- 
rall ſence, profitable for the actiue life of man, approuing vertuous actions and condem- 
ning the contrarie. Manie times alſo vnder the ſelſeſame words they comprehend ſome 
true vnder{tanding of naturall Philoſoplue, or ſomtimes of politike gouernement, and 
now and then of diuinitie: and theſe ſame ſences that comprehend fo excellent know- 
ledge we call the Allegorie which Plutarch defincth to be when one thing is told, and by 
that another is vnderſtood. Now let any man iudge if it be a matter of meane art or wit to 
containe in one luſtoricall narration either true or fained,ſo many, fo diuerſe, and ſo deepe 
conceits: but for making the matter more plaine I will alledge an example thereof. 

Per/erss fonne of Iupiter is fained by the Poets to haue flaine Cergen, and after that 
conqueſt atchicued, to haue flowen vp to heauen. The Hiſtoricall ſence is this, Per/e- 
ur the ſonne of Jupiter, by the participation of Jupiters vertues that were in him; or 
rather comming ot theftock of one of the kings of Creet,or Athens ſo called; {lew Gorgon 
a ty rant in that countrey(Gorgen in greeke fignifeth carth)and was for his vertuous parts 
exalted by men vp vnto heauen. Morally it ſigniſieth this much, Pcr/ens a wiſe man, 
ſonne of /uprer endewed with vertue from aboue, ſlayeth ſinne and vice, a thing baſe & 
carthly; ſignified by Ger gon, and ſo mounteth vp to the skie of verrue : It ſignifies in one 
kinde of Allegorie thus much; the mind of man being gotten by God, and fo the childe 
of God killing and vanquiſhing the earthlineſſe of tlus Gorgonicall nature, aſcendeth 
vp to the vnderſtanding of heauenly things, of high things, of eternal things; in which cõ- 
templacion cõſiſteth the perfection of man: this is the natural allegory, becauſe mii, one of 
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[ eAn Apologie of Poetrie. 
the chiefe works of nature: It hath alſo a more high and heauenly Allegorie, that the hea- 
uenly nature, daughter of Jupiter, procuring with her continuall motion, corruption and 
mortality in the inferipur bodies, ſeuered it ſelfe at laſt from theſe earthly bodies, and flew 
vpon high,and there temaineth for euer. It hath alſo another Theological Allegoricʒthat 
che angelicall nature, daughter of the molt high God the creator of all things ; killing & 
ouercomming all bodily ſubſtance, ſignified by Cergen, aſcended into heauen: the like 
infinite Allegories I could pike out of other Pocticall fictions, ſaue that I would auoid 
tediouſnes. It ſufficeth me therefore to note this, that the men of greateſt learning 
and higheſt wit in the auncient times, did of purpoſe conceale theſe deepe my Ileries 
of learning, and as it were coucrthem with the vaile of fables and verſe for ſundrie cau- 
ſes : one cauſe was, that they might not be raſlily abuſed by prophane wits, in whom ſci- 
ence is corrupted, like good wine in a bad veſſell: another cauſe why they wrote in verſe, 
was conſeruation of the memorieof their precepts , as we ſee yet the generall rules almoſt 
of euerie art, not ſo much as husbandrie, but they are oftner recited and better remem- 
bred in verſe then in proſe : another, and a princpall cauſe of all, is to be able with one 
kinde of meate and onediſh|/as I may ſo call it) to feed diuers taſtes. For the weaker ca- 
pacities will feede themſelues with the pleaſantnes of the hiſtorie and ſweetnes of the 
verſe , lome that haut ſtronger ſtomackes will as it were take a further taſte of the Mo- 
rall ſence , a third ſore more high conceited then they, will digeſt the Allegorie: ſo as in- 
deed it hath bene thought by men of verie good iudgement, ſuch manner of Poeticall 
writing was an excellent way to preſerue all kinde of learning from that corruption 
which now it is come to ſince they left that myſticall writing of verſe. Now though I 
know the example and authoritieof eArutorle and Plato be ſtill vrged againſt this, who 
tooke to themſelues another manner of writing: firſt I may ſay indeed that lawes were 
made for poore men, and not for Princes, for theſe two great Princes of Philoſophie, 
brake that former allowed manner of writing, yet Plato (till preſerued the fable, but re- 
fuſed the verſe. Ariſtotli though reiecting both, yet retained ſtill a kind of obſcuritie, 
in ſo much he aunſwered eA/exander , who reproued him in a ſort, for publiſhing the ſa- 
cred ſecrets of Philoſophie, that he had ſet forth his bookes in a ſort, and yet not ſet them 
forth; meaning that they were ſo obſcure that they would be vnderitood of few , except 
they came to him for inſtructions; or elſe without they were of verie good capacitie and 
{tudious of Pluloſophie. But (as I fay) Plato how ſoeuer men would make him an enimie 
ot Poetrie (becauſe he found indeed iuſt fault with the abuſes of ſome comicall Poets of 

his tune, or ſome that ſought to ſet vp new and ſtrange religions) yet you ſee he l 

ſtill that principall part of Poctric , which is fiction 1 imitation; and as for the other 
part of Poctric which is verſe, though he vſed it not, yet his maſter Socrates euen in his 
old age wrote certaine verſes, as Plutarke teltifieth : but becauſe I haue named the two 
parts of Poetrie, namely inuention or fiction and verſe, let vs ſce how well we can au- 
thoriſe the vſe of bath theſe .. Firſt for fiction, againſt which as I told before, many in- 
ueigh. calling it by the foule name of lying, though notwithſtanding , as I then ſaid, it 
is fartheſt from it: Demoſthenes the famous and renowned Orator , when he would per- 
ſwade the Athenians to warre againſt Philip, told them a ſolemne tale how the wolucs on 
a tume {cnt Ambaſſadors to the theepe, offering them peace if they would deliuer vp the 
dogs that kept their folds, wir al that long circuſtance/ncedleſle to berepeated)by which 
he perſwaded them fat more ſtrongly then if he ſhould haue told the in plain termes, that 
Philip ſought to bereaye them of their chiefe bulwarks & defences, to haue the better abili- 
tie to ouerthrow them But what need we fetch an authority ſo far of frõ heathen authors, 
that haue many neerer hand both in time & in place? Biſhop Fiſber a ſtout Prelat though 
I do not praiſe his Religion) when he was aſſaid by king Henric the eight for his good 
will and aflent for the ſuppreſſion of Abbeys, the king alledging that he would but 
fake away their ſuperſſuities, and let the ſubſtance ſtand ſſill/or at leaſt ſee it conuerted to | 
better | 
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better & more godly vſes: The graue Bilhop anſwered it in this kind of Poeticall parable” 
Heſaidthere was an axe that wating a helue, came to a thicke & huge ouergrowne wood? 
& belought ſoine of the great okes in that wood, to ſpare him ſo much timber as to make 
him a handle or helue, promiſing that if he might finde that fauour, he would in recom - 
pence thereof, haue great regard in preſeruing that wood, in pruning the braunches , in 
cutting away the vnprofitable and ſuperfluous boughes , in paring away the bryers and 
thornes that were comberſome to the fayre trees, and make it in fine a groue of great de- 
light and pleaſure: but when this ſame axe had obtained his ſuit, he ſo laid about him. & ſo 
pared away both timber and top and lop, that in ſhort ſpace of a woodland he made it a 
champion, and made her liberalitie the inſtrument of her ouerthro. 

Now though this Biſhop had no very good ſucceſſe with his parable, yet it was ſo farre 
fr6 being coated a lye, that it was plainly ſeen ſoone after that the ſame axe did both hew 
down thoſe woods by the roots, & pared off him by the head, and was a peece of Prophe- 
cie as well as a peece of Poctriezand indeed Prophets & Poets haue been thought to haue a 

eat affinitie, as the name / ate in Latin doth teſtiſie. But to come again to this maner of 
htion or parable, the Prophet Nathan,reprouing king Dawmd for his great ſinne of adul- 
ter ie and murther, doth he not come to him witha pretic parable , of a man and his 
lambe that lay in his boſome and cate of his bread, and the rich man that had whole flocks 
of his own would needs take it from him?n wich as it is euident,it was but a parable;ſo it 
were vnreuerent and almoſt blaſphemous to ſay it was alye. But to gochigher,did not our 
Sauiour himſelfe ſpeake in parables? as that dnuine parable of the ſower, that comfortable 
parable of the Prodigall ſonne, that dreadfull parable of Dies and Lac, though I 
— of this laſt, many of the fathers hold that it is a ſtorie indeed. and no parable . But in 
the reſt it is maniſeſt that he that was all holineſle, all wiſedome, all truth, vſed parables, 
and euen ſuch as diſcreet Poets vſe, where a good and honeſt and wholeſome Allegoric 1s 
hidden in a pleaſaunt and pretie fiction, and therefore for that part of Poetry of Imitation, 
I thinkc. no body will make any queſtion, but it is not onely allowable, but godly and 
commendable,ifthe Poets ill handling of it doe not marre and peruert the — vic of it. 
The other part of Poctric, which is Verſe, as it were the clothing or ornament of it, hath 
many ons vles ; of the helpe of memorie I ſpake ſomewhat before; for the words being 
couched together in due order, meaſure, and number, one dothas it were bring on ano- 
ther,as my ſelfe haue ofteproued, & ſo I thinke do many beſide, (though for my own part 
I can rather boſt of the marring a good memorie, then of hauing one,) yet I haue euer 
found , that Verſeis eaſier to learne and farre better to preſerue in memorie then is proſe. 
An other; {peciall grace in Verſe is the forcible manner of phraſe , in whuch if it be well 
made it fart excelleth looſe ſpeech or proſe : athird is the pleaſure and ſweetneſſe to the 
earc , which makes the diſcourſe pleaſaunt vnto vs often time when the matter it ſelfe 18 
harſh and vnacceptable; for myne owne part I was neuer yet ſo good a husband, to take 
any delight to heare one of my ploughmentell how an acre of wheat mult befallowd and 
twyfallowd,and how cold land ſhould be burned , and how frutctull land muſt be well 
harrowed,but when I heare one read I gil where he ſaith: 


Sepe etiam ſteriles incendere profuit agror, 

Atg, lenem ftipulom crept antibus vrere flammt. 

Luc inde occult as vires & pabula terre 

Ping uia concipiumt; ſiue 1/15 one per ignem 

Excequitur vitium, at q; cxſudat inutilis humor, Cx. 
And aſter. 

Multum adco, raſtris glebas qui frangit mertes 

I immea/q, trahit crates guuuat arua. 


With many other leſſons of homly husbandricbut deliuered in ſo good Verſe that me 
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thinkes all that while I could find in my hart to drive the plough. But no for the autho- 
ritie of Verſc,if it be not ſufficient to ſay for them, that the greateſt Pluloſophers, and gra- 
ueſt Senatours that euer were, haue vſed them both in their ſpeeches and in their wrtings, 
that precepts of all Arts haue been deliuered in them, that verſe is as auncient a writing as 
proſe, and indeed more auncient in reſpect that the oldeſt workes extant be verſe,as Or- 
phens, Linus, Heſiodus & others beyod memory of man, or mẽtiõ almoſt of hiſtory; if none 
of theſe will ſerue for the credit of it, yet let this ſerue, that ſome part of the Scripture was 
written in verſe, as the Pſalmes of Daa & certain other ſongs of Deborah , of Salomon & 
others,which the learnedeſt diuines do affirme to be verſe,and find that they are in meeter, 
though the rule of the Hebrew verſe they agree not on. Suffiſcth it me only to proue that 
by the authoritie of ſacred Scriptures,both parts of Poclie,inuetion or imitation,and verſe 
are allowable, & cõᷣſequẽtly that great obiectioot lying is quite take away & refuted. Now 
the ſecõd obiection is plealing of foolesʒ l haue already ſhowed how it diſpleaſeth not wile - 
men now if it haue this vertue to, to pleaſe the fooles and ignorant, I would thinke this an 
article of prayſe not of reþuke:wheretore I confeſſe that it pleaſeth fooles and ſo pleaſeth 
them, that if they marke it and obſerue it well .it will in time make them wile, for in verſe 
is both goodneſſe and ſweetneſſe, Rubarb and Sugercandie, the pleaſaunt and the profi- 
— — as Horace ſay th, Omne tulit punttum qui miſcmit vile dulti, he that can min- 
gle the ſwecte and the whole ſome, the pleaſaunt & the profitable, hje is indeed an abſolute 
good writer, and ſuch be Poets, if any be ſuch, they preſent vnto vs a pretie tale, able to 
keepea childe from play, and an old man from the chimnie corner: Or as the fame Horace 
ſayth, tou couetous man.

One tels a couetous man a tale of T a»t«lus that fits vp to the chinne in water, and yet 


s plagued with thirſt. Thisfi2nifies the ſelfe ſame man to whom the tale is told, that wal- 
los in plentie and yet his miſerable minde barres him of the vſe of it: As my ſelfe knew 


and Tam fure many remember Iuſtice Ruda ol L 5don,a man paſſing impotent in body 
but mach more in mind, that leauing behind hima thouſand poiids of gold in acheſt ful of 
vid: boots & ſhoes, yet was ſo miſerable, that at my Lord Maiors dinniet they ſay he would 
put vp a widgen for his ſupper, & many a good meale he did take of his franke neighbour 
the widdow *Peameburt to come tothe matter, this ſame great ſinne that is layd to Poetrie 
of pleaſing fooles is ſufficiently anſwered if it be worth the anſwering. Not the bree- 
dingoterrours which is the third Obiection, I ſee not why it ſhould breed any when none 
is bound tp belecue that they write , nor they looke not to haue their fictions beleeued in 
thelitterall ſenoe. and therefore he that well examines wheceerrours ſpring.ſhall finde tlie 
writers of proſe & not of verſe the authors and maintainers of them, and this point I cout 
ſo manifeſt as it needesno proofe. The laſt reproofe is lightnes & wantonnes,this is indeed 
an Obic&zon of ſome importaunce, ſitli as Sir Philip Sidney confelleth,{ vrudo is crept euen 
into the Heroitall Poemes, & conſequently makes that alſo, ſubiect to this reptoofe: l pro- 
miſed in the beginning not partially to prayſe Poeſie, but plainly and honeſtly to confeſſe 
that that mighe truely be obiec ted againſt it, and if any thing may be, ſure it is this laſciui- 
ouſneſſe; yet this I will fay,that of all kinde of Poeſie, the Heroicall is leaſt infected there. 
with. The other kindes Iwill rather excuſe then defende, though of all the kindes of 
Poeſie it may bee ſayd where any ſcurrilitie and lewdneſle is founde , there Poetry doth 
not abuſe vs, but writers haue abuſed Poetrie. And brieflic to examine all the kindes: 
Firſt the Ilagicall is meerly free from it, as repreſenting onely the cruell & lawleſſe pro- 
ceedings of Princes, mouing nothing but pitie or deteſtation. The Comicall(whatſocucr 
fooliſh playmakers male it otfend in this kind)yet being rightly vſed, it repreſents them 


ſo 
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ſo astomake the vice ſcorned and not embraced. The Satvrikeis meerly free ſtõᷣ it. as being 
wholly occupied in mannerly & couertly reprouing of all vices, The Elegie is ſtill mour- 
nin g: as for the paſtorall x ith the Sonnet or E-pigramme though many times th ey ſauour 
of v. ol tonnes and loue and toying,and now and then break ing the rules of Poctr ry go m- 
to plaine ſcurrilitie. yet euen theworlt ol them may be not ill applied, and are l mult con- 
felle, too deliglittull, in ſo much as Marra! faith, 

Landant ul, ſed 2 leg Cunt. 

And in another place, 
Erubuit po ſuitq mem Lucrecia hbrum; 
Sed coram Brute. Brute recede , leget. 

Lucrecialby which he ſignifies any chaſt matron) will bluſh and be aſhamed to read a 
laſcuious booke,but how:not except Brutus be by, that is if any graue man ſhould ſee her 
read it, but if Hrutus turne his backe, the will to it agayne and read it all. But to end tlus 
part of my Apologie, as I count and conclude Heroicall Voeſie allowable and to be read 
and ſtudied without all exception: ſo I may as boldly ſay. that Tragedies well handled, bea 
molt worthy kinde of Poeſie; that Comedies may wake men ſee and ſhameat their owne 
faules,that che reſt may be ſo written and ſo read as much pleaſure and ſome profite may 
be gathered out of them. And for myne one part, as Scatter writeth of F'irg:ill fol be- 
lecue, that the reading of a good Heroicall Poeme may make a man both wiſer and ho- 
neſter: and for Tragedies, to omit other famous Tragedies; That, that was playd at S. Joh 
in Cambridge, of Richard the 3. would moue(l thinke)Phal. e715 the tyraunt,and terrifie all 
tyranous minded men, frõ following their fooliſh ambitious humors , ſeeing how his am- 
bition made him kall his brother his nephews,his wite, beſide infinit others; and laſt of all 
after a ſhort and troubleſome raigne, to end his miſerable life, and to haue his body har- 
ric after his death. Then for Comedies. How full of harmeles myrth is our Cibridge Pe- 
dantius?and the Oxford Bellum Grammaricalctor to ſpeake of a London Comedie, how 
much good matter, yea and matter of ſtate, is there in that Comedie cald the play of the 
Cards: in which it is howed hory foure Paraſiticall kuaues robbe the ſoure principall vo- 
cations of the Realme,v:4z/.the vocation of Souldiers, Schollers, Marchits and Husband- 
men.Ot which Comedie I cannot forget the ſaying of a notable wiſe coiiſcller that is now 
dead, x ho when ſome, (to ling PA ;cebo)aduiſed that it ſhould be forbidden, becauſe it was 
ſomewhat too plaine, and indeed/as the old laying is,( /oorh boord it no boor, ty ct he would 
haue it allowed. adding it was ht that 7 hey which dee that they ſhould not, ſhould heare that 
they would not. Finally if Comedies may be ſo made as the beholders may be bettered by the, 
without all doubt all other ſortes of Poetrie, may bring their profit as they do bring de- 
light,and if all, then much more the chiefe of all, which by all mens conſent is the Heroi- 
call. And thus much be ſayd for Poeſie. 

Now for this Poeme of Orlando Furioſo, which as Thaue heard,hath been diſliked by 
ſome though by few of any wit gr iudgement) it followes that I ſay ſomewhat in defence 
cherof,which I will do the more moderatly and coldly, by how much the paynes I haue ta- 
kẽ in it riſing as you may ſee to a good volume) may make me ſeeme a more partiall pray- 
ſer. Wherefore I will make choiſe of ſome other Poeme that is allowed and approued by 
all men, and a litle compare them together:and what worke can ſerue this turne ſo fitly as 
Nur gilt A ncados, whom aboue all other it ſeemeth my authour doth follow , as appeares 
both by his beginning and ending. The tone begins,

Virgil extolleth ＋ueas to pleaſe Auguſtus, of whole race he was thought to come. A- 
rioſto prayleth Rogers to the honour of the houſe of Eſte. Æneas hath his Dido that retai- 
neth him, Rogers hath his Alcina: finally leaſt Iſhould note euery part, there is nothing of 
any ſpeciall obſeruation in //:rg:{, but my author hath with great felicitie imitated it, fo as 
wholoeuet wil allow YVrrg:/,mult s/o ſacto(as they ſay)admit Arioſto. Now of what accoũt 
Virgil is reckned, & worthily reckned,for auciẽt times witneſſeth Auguſt. C. verſe of lum: 

Ergone ſupremis potuit vox mprobaverbis 
Zan dir um mandare nefas! Cx. 
Concluding thus, 
/ Landetur,placeat, vigeat relegatur, met ur. 
This is a great prayſe enen from ſo great a Prince. For later times to omit Scaliger 


whom [recited before, that affirmeth the reading of / ir gill may male a man honeſt and 
vertuous, tiat excellẽt Italià Poct Da profeſſeth plainly,that when he wadred out of the 
right way. meaning thereby whe he liued fondly and looſlie. V ir gill was the firſt that made 
him looke into hunſelfe and reclaime himſelfe frõ that ſame daungerous and lewd courſe: 
but whatneed we further witnes,do we not make our children read it commonly before 
they can vnderſtand it as a teſtimonie that we do generally approue it? and yet we ſee old 
men ſtudy it, as a proofe that they do ſpecially admire it: ſo as one writes very pretily, that 
children do wade in Vg, and yet ſtrong men do ſwim in it. 

Now to apply this to the prayſe of my ne author as I ſayd before ſo ] ſay ſtill, whatſo- 
euer is prayſeworthy in Virgil is plentifully to be found in Arioſto, and ſome things that 
V irgillcould not haue, for the ignoraunce of the age he liued in, you ſinde, in my author 
ſprinckled ouer all his worke, as I will very briefly note and referre you for the reſt to the 
_ it ſelte. The deuout and Chriſten demeanor of Char/emayne in the 1.4 . booke with

Theſe 
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Theſe & infinit places full of Chriſtẽ exhortation, doctrine & example I could quote 
out ot the booke ſaue that I haſten to an end, and it would be necdlcs to thoſe that will net 
read them in the booke it ſelfe, and ſuperfluous to thole that u ill: but moſt maniteſt it is & 
not to be denyed, that in this point my author is to be preferred before all tlie auncient 
Pocts,m which are mentioned fo many talſe Gods, and of them ſo many towle deeds, ther 
tontẽtions, their adulterics,their inceſt. as were both obſcenous in recitall & hurtſul in ex- 
anple: though indeed thoſe whom they terined Gods were certaine great Princes that c6- 
tyzced fuch enormous taultsas great Princes in late ages(thatlouc till to be cald Gods of 
the carth)do oiten cõnut. But now it may be & is by ſome obiected. that although he write 
Chittaly in fone places, yet in other ſome, he 15 too laſcmious as in that ofthe baudy Fri- 
er iu Aima and R gero. copulation in Anſelmis Bis Citi, Richardetto his nactamor- 
pholis,in nune holts tale ot 4/to{jo & ſome few places beſide; alas if this be a fault, pardon 
un tius one taultzthougli I doubt too many of youlgtle readers) wil be to exorable in this 
point. y ca me tuins I lee ome of you ſearching already for theſe places of the booke,and 
you are lialte oſfended that I haue not made ſome dire tiõs that you might ſinde out and 
read them unmediatly, But I beſeech you ſlay a while, and as the Italian ſay th Pian praro, 
tayre and ſoftly, & take this caucat with you, to rcad them as my author ment thẽ, to breed 
cictcil.jcon and not delectatiõ: remember when vou read of the old lecherous Frier, that an 
tornicator is one of the things that God hateth. When you read of Alcina, thinke how Jo- 
{eph fied from his untiling nultres,whe you light on Auſelmus tale, learne to loth beſtly co- 
uctoulncs, whe on &:charactro,know that lweet meate wil haue ſowre ſawce, whe on mme 
holtes tale; it you will tollow my coùſell)turne ouer the leafe and let it alone, although cue 
that lewd tale may bring ſoine men protit,and I haue heard that it is already (and perhaps 
not vnlitly)tetmed the comfort of cuckolds. But as I ſay it this bea fault then I vg com- 
mitted the ſame fault in Dido and A nc intertainement, and if ſome will ſay he tels that 
wannerly and couertly, how will they excuſe that, where I ulcam was intreated by I cn 
to make an armour for Æ t 

Dixcrut, & nimys hinc at g hoe diua lac ert is 
Cuntluntem amplexu molli ſouet , ille repente 
eAcceput ſolutam flummam, noting, per artuus 
Intramt calon. Anda litle after. Eaverba locutus 
Optatos dedut mpleæus placitumg, petiuit 
Comug is uſuſiis gremio per membra ſoporem. 

I hope they that vnderſtand Latin will cõfeſle this is plaine enough, & yet with modeſt 
words & no obſcenous phraſe: and ſo I dare take vpõ me that in all Aruſto( and yet Ithinke 
it 15 as much as three AÆ udn, there is not a word of ribaldry or obſcenouſnes: farther 
there is ſo meet a decorum in the perſons of thoſe that ſpeake laſc1uiouſly,as any of wdge- 
ment mult needs alloww;and thertore though I rather craue pardon then prayſe for him in 
this point: yet me thinkes I can ſnule at the fineſſe of ſome that will condemne him, & yet 
not onely allow,but admire our Chamcer who both in words & ſence, incurreth far more 
the teprehẽſiò ot flat ſcurrilitie, as I could recite many places, not onely in his millers tale, 
but iu the good wife of Bathes tale. & many more,in which onely the decorum he x 
ts that that excuſetii it, and maketh it more tolerable. But now whereas ſome will fay Ari- 
ſto wanteth art, reducing all heroicall Poems vnto the methode of Homer and certain pre- 
cepts of Ariſtotle. For Homer | ſay that that which was comendablein hum to write in that 

age the times being changed, would be thought otherwiſe now. as we ſee both in phraſe & 
in faſhiõs the world growes morecurious each day then other; Ou gaue precepts of ma- 
king loue and one was that one ſhould {pill wine on the boord & write his miſtreſſe name 
therewith , this was a quaynt caſt in that age; but he that ſhould make loue ſo now , his 
loue would mocke him for his labour, and count him but a ſlouenly ſutor:and if it be thus 
chaunged ſince Ouidi time, much more ſince Homers tune, And yet for Arioſtos tales that 
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many thinke vnartificially brought in; Homer him ſelfe hath the like: as in the Iliads che 
— of Glawcus with Diomedes vpon ſome acts of Bellerophor: & in his Odyſſeas the 
diſcourſe of the hog with V ſes. Further, for the name of the booke, which ſome carpe at, 
becauſe he called it Orlando Furioſo rather then Rogere,in that he may alſo be deſended by 
example of Homer, w profeſſing to write of Achilles, calleth his booke Iliade of Troy, 
and not Achille. Asfor eAriſtorles rules, I take it, he hath followed them verie ſtrictly. 

Briefly , Arilterie and the beſt cenſurers of Poeſie, would haue the Epopera, that is, t 
heroicall Poem, ſhould ground on ſome hiſtoric, and take ſome ſhort time in the ſame to 
bewtifie with his Poctrie:ſo doth mine Author take the ſtorie of k.Char/s the great, and 
doth not exceed a yearę or therabout in his whole work. Secondly they hold that nothing 
ſhould be fayned vtterly incredible. And ſure Arioſto neither in his mchantments excee- 
deth credit (for who knowes not how ſtrong the illuſions of the deuill are?) neither in the 
miracles that ¶Mtolſo by the power of $./ohm1s fayned to do, ſince the Church holdeth that 

etes both aliue and dead, haue done mightie great miracles. Thirdly , they would 

haue an heroicall Poem {aſwell as a Tragedie) to be full of Permetia, which 1 interpret an 

agnition of ſome vnlooked for fortune either good or bad, and a ſudden change —.— 

this what ſtore there be the reader (hall quickly find. As for apt ſimilitudes,for paſlions 

well expreſſed. of loue, of pitie, of hate, of wrath, a blind man may ſee, if he can but heare, 
chat this worlce is full of them. 

There follows only two reproofs, which Irather interpret two peculiar praiſes of this 
writer aboue all that wrate before him in this kind: One, that he breaks off nartations ve- 
rie abruptly,ſo as indeed a looſe vnattentiue reader. will hardly carrie away any part of the 
ſtorie: but this doubtleſſe is a point of great art, to draw a man with a continuall thirſt to 
reade out the whole worke,and toward the end of the booke, tocloſe vp the diverſe mat- 
ters briefly and clenly. If S. Pbulip Siduey had counted this a fault, he would not haue done 
ſo himſeltein his Arcadia. Another fault is that he ſpeaketh ſo much: in his own perſon by 
digreſſion, which they ſay alſo is againſt the rules of Poctrie, becauſe neither Homer nor 
Vergil did it. Me thinks it is a ſufficient defence to ſay. Arioſto doth it; ſure I am it is both 
delighitfull and verie profitable. and an excellent breathing place for the reader, and cucn 
as if man walked in a faire long alley. to haue a ſeat or reſting place here and there is eaſie 
and commodious: but if at the ſame ſeat were planted ſome excellent tree, that not onely 
with the ſhade ſhould keepe vs from the heat, but with ſome pleaſant and riglit wholſom 
fruite ſhould allay our thirſt and comfort our {tomacke.we would thinke it tor the time a 
liele paradice: ſo are Arioſtos morals and pretie digreſſions ſprinkled through his long 
worke,to the no leſſe pleaſure then profit of the reader. And thus much be ſpoken for de- 
fence of mine Author, which was the ſecond part of my Apologie. | 

Now temames the third part of it. in which I promiſed toſpeake ſomwhat for my ſelſe, 
which part, though it haue moſt need of an Apologie both large & ſubſtantiallʒ yet I will 
runne it ouer both ſhortly & ſlightly, becauſe indeed the nature of the thing it ſelf is ſuch, 
that the more one doth ſay, the leſſe he ſhall ſeeme to ſay; and men are willinger to praiſe 
that in another man, which himſelfe ſhall debaſe, then that which he ſhall ſeeme to man- 
taine. Certainly if I ſhold confeſſe or rather profeſle, that my verſe is vnartificiall, the ſtile 
rude the phraſe barbarous the meeter vnpleaſant, many more would belecue it to be ſo,the 


* would imagine that I thought them ſo: for this ſame or ſelf pleaſing is ſo comon a 


thing, as the more a mi proteſts himſelf to be free frõ it the more we wil charge him with 
ie. Wherfore let me take thus much vpõ me, that admit it haue many of the fornamed im- 
perfections, & many not named, yet as writing goes now a dayes,it may paſſe among the 
reſt; and as I haue heard a friend of mine (one verie iudicious in the bewtic of a woman) 
ſay of a Ladie whom he meant to praiſe , that ſhe had a low forhead , a great noſe, a wide 
mouth,a long viſage,and yet all theſe put together,ſhe ſeemed tc him a verie well fauou- 
red woman: ſo hope, and I find alreadie ſome of my partiall friends, that what ſeuerall 
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imperfe ions ſoeuer they finde in this tranflation, yet taking all together they allow it, or 
at leaſt wiſe they teade it, which is a great argument of the it liking. 

Sir Ihemus Moore a man of great wifedome and learning but yet a litle enclined(as good 
wits ate mary times) to ſcoſfing. when one had brought him a booke of ſome ſhallow diſ- 
couiſe, and preaſſed him very hard to haue his opinion of it, aduiſed the partic to put it 
into verſeʒthe plaine meaning man in the beſt manet he could he did ſo, and a t elue· month 
after at the leaſt, came with iz to Sir 7 homas, who fl:ghrly peruſing it, goue it this cncomium, 
that now there was time in it, but atore it had neither tune nor reaſon. It any man had ment 
to ſerue me ſo, yet l haue prevented him; for ſure l am he ſhal finde time in mine, & if he be 
no: voyd of teaſon, he (hal finde teaſon to, Though for the matter, I can challenge no praiſe, 
hauing but borrowed it, and tor the vetſe I do challenge none, being a thing that every body 
that neuet {carce bayted their horle at the Vniuetſitie take vpon them to make, It is poſli- 
ble that it I would haue employed that time that I haue done vpon this, vpon ſome inuen- 
tion ot mine owne, I could haue by this made it haue tiſen to a ſuſt volume, and if I would 
haue done as many ſpare not to do, flowne verie high with ſtolen fethers. But I had rather 
men ſhould ſee and know that l borrow all, then that I ſteale any: and I would wiſh to be 
called rather one of the not \ouſt tranſſatots, then one of the meanet makers. Specially fith 
the Earle of Surrey, and Sir Thom Wiat,that ate yet called the firſt refiners of the Engliſh 
tong, were bath tranſlatots ont of Italian. Now for thoſe that count it ſuch a contemprible 
and trifling matter to tranſlate, I will but ſay to them as . B.crtholomew Clarke an excel- 
lent learned man, and a right good tranſlator, faith in manner of a prettie challenge, in his 
Preface (as I remember) ypon the Courtier, which booke he hay woe out of Italian into 
Latin. You(faith he) that thinke it ſuch a toy, lay aſide my booke, and take my author in 
your hand, and trie aleafe or ſuch a matter, and compare it with mine. If Tſhould ſay ſo,there 
would be enow that would quickly put me downe perhaps; but doubtleſſe he might bold- 
ly fay it,for Ithinke none could haue mended him. Bur as our Engliſh prouetbe ſaith, many 
talke of Re lin Hed that never ſhot in his bow, and ſome cottect Aſaonifirat , that know 
not 9:4 /ipmificar. For my part] will thanke them that will amend any thing that I haue 
done ain ſſe, nor I have no ſuch great conceipt of that I haue done, but that I thinke much 
in it is to be mended; and having dealt playnly with ſome of my plaine dealing friends, to 
tell me frankly what they heard ſpoken of it (for indeed I ſuffered ſome part of the printed 
copies to go among my friends, and ſome more perhaps went againtt my wil I was told that 
theſe in effect were the faults were found with it. Some graue men miſliked that I ſhould 
ſpend ſo much good time on ſuch a trifling worke as they deemed a Poeme to be, Some 
more nicely, found fault with fo many two ſillabled and three ſillabled times. Some (nor 
vodeſeruedly )reproued the fantaſticalnes ot my notes, in which they ſay I haue (trained 
my ſelfe to make mention of ſonic of my kindred and friends, that might vetie well be left 
our, And one fault more there 1s,which I will tell my ſelſe, though many would neuer finde 
it; and that is; I haue cut ſhore ſome of his Cantos, in leaving out many ſtaues of them, and 
ſometimes put the matter of two or three ſtaues into one. To theſe reproofes Iſhall pray you

Tl Straight I began to thinke , that my Tutor, a graue and learned man, and one of a verie au- 
ming of king: ſtere life, might ſay to me in like ſort, Was it for this, that I read Ariſtotle and Plato to you, 
colledge i» and inſtructed you ſo carefully both in Greek and Latinꝰto haue you now becom a ttanſla- 
Cambri4?*- tor of Italian toyes? But while I thought thus , I was aware, that it was no toy that could 
put ſuch an honeſt and ſerious conſideration into my minde. Now for them hat finde fault 
with poly ſyllable meetet, me thinke they are like thoſc that blame men for utting wget in 
che ir wine,and chide too bad about it, and ſay they marte al, but yet end wit Gods bleſſing 
on theit hearts. For indeed if I had knowne their diets, I could haue ſaued ſome of my colt, 
at lcal} ſome of my paine; for when a verſe ended with ciuilliie, I could eaſier after the aun- 
cient manner of time, haue made ſee, or flee, or decreeto anſwer it, leauing the accent vpon 
the laſt ſyllable, then hunt after three ſyllabled wordsto anſwer it with facillitie, gentulatie, 
tranqullitie, hoſtillitie, ſcurrillitie, debillitie, agullitie, fragillitie, nobillitie, mobillitie, x hich who 
millike, may caſt lampe oy le with theit cares. And as for two ſyllabled meeters, they be ſo ap- 
ptooued in other languages, that the French call them the feminine rime, as the ſweeter: and 
the one ſy llable the maſculin. But in a word to anſwer this, and to make them for euet hold 
their peaces of this point; Sir Philip Sideey not onely vſeth them, but affectetb them: ſignifie, 
drgmfie ſhamed 1s named is blamed 15:hide away hide away.Though if my many blotted papers 
that I haue made in this kinde , might affoord me authoritie to giue arule of it, I would ſay 
that to part them with a one ſyllable meeter berweene them, would giue it belt grace. For as 
men vſe to ſow with the hand and not with the whole ſacke, ſo I would haue the eate fed 
The third. but not cloyed with theſe pleaſing and ſweet falling meeters, For the third reproote about 
the notes, ſure they were a worke (as I may ſo call it) of ſupererogation, and 1 would wiſh 
ſometimes they had bin left out, and the rather, if l be in ſuch faire poſſibilitie to be thought 
afoole or fantaſticall for my labour. True it is, I added ſome notes to the end of euery Can- 
to, euen as if ſome of my friends and my ſelfe reading it together ( and ſoit fell out indeed 
many times) had after debated vpon them, what had bene moſt worthie confideration in 
them, and ſo oftimes immediatly I ſet it down, And whereas I make mention here and there 
of ſome of mine owne frends and kin, I did it the rather, becauſe Plutarke in dne place ſpea- 
king of Homer, partly lamenteth, and partly blameth hun, that writing ſo much as he did, 
yet in none of his workes there was any mention made, or ſo much as inkling to be gathe- 
red of hat ſtocke he was, of what kindred, of hat tou ne, nor ſaue for his language, of 
what counttey. Excuſe me then if I in a worke that may perhaps laſt longer then a better 
thing, and being not aſhamed of my kindred, name them here — there to no mans offence, 
though I meant not to make cuerie body ſo far of my counſell why ] did it, till I was told 
that tome perſon of ſome reckening noted me of a lutle vanitie for it: and thus much for that 
oint. 
l Por my omitting aud abreuiating ſome things, either in matters impertinent to vs, or in 
ſome too tedious flatteries of perſons that we neuer heard of, if I haue done ill, I craue par- 4 
don; for ſure I did it for the belt, But if any being ſtudious of the Italian, would for his bet- 1 
ter vnder{tand19g compare them, the firlt ſixe bookes ſaue alittle of the third, will Rand him 
in ſteed,Butyct I would not haue any man except, that I ould obſerue his phraſe ſo ſtrict- 
ly as an interpreter, not the matter ſo carefully, as if it had bene a ſtorie, in which to varie 
were as great a fin, as it were ſimplicitie in this to go word for word, But now to conclude, 
I hall pray you all that haue troubled your ielues to read this my triple Apologie, to accept 
wy labors, and to excuſe my errors, it wich no other thing, at leaſt with the name of youth 
(which commonly hath need of cxcuſes ) and ſo preſuming this pardon to be granted, 
we thall part good frends. Onely let me intreate you in reading the 
booke enſuing, not to do me that 1n1urie, that a 
Potter did to Arioſlo.

bun Angelo in lus cradell , as a preſage of ſome great excellencie aboue ordinarie, that he/ ould grow to. Raphacll , and 
Sebaſtian were but his [thillers , though both verie perfect; al which I haue the more willinglie noted and at more length 
then I was wort in the fe mer b:okes(inthe like matters 2 lielelie touched . tl becauſe ſelfe,l muſt confeſſe 7 tale great - 
pleaſure in ſuch workgs(4s pleaſing r ment of a ſouſe, and good remembraum es of on 2 alſo to ſhow in what great 
reckning that ſcience hath been with Emf\erours and great Princes , and with Prelates and Keligious perſons ;, bowſcever 
ſome auſlert(or rather vnciuill perſons ) will ſeeme either to condemn it or com emm it. And thor gh indeed thy Realme bail)

Clodoucus,wss the firſt im of Fraunce after that Clodoucusythat frſt receaued the Chriſt an Religion. I hu Prince, 
what time Grimoaldo Dyke of Benewent had ciuill warres in Lonhardiewith Perdetite end Gondiberto two brothers, 
ta\ing thu oportunitie made warre on Grumoaldo: but Grimoaldo dewbting bis ſirength to meet them im the field with a 
not able ſtratagem vanqui/hed them: be fayned as if he fled and forſooky bu tents Jeauing them full of vitell and ſtromg wines:

Hen Ihad finiſhed this tranſlatis of Ori i o Furioſo, & being almoſt 
proud in mine owne conceit, that I had in theſe my young yeares, 
A employed my idle houres tothe good liking of many, and thoſe of 

the better ſort, I happened to reade in a graue & godly book theſe

us nd other wicked heretihes,are contmually an ment ed by the numbers of themgwho from time 
to time are corrupted with their ſedmous a:dpeſtilent writing i lt it had ſtay ed there, it would 
neuer haue troubled me, but immediatly followes, T he lhe they hol of diſſolute Poet e and 
ot her looſe writers which baue left behind them {aſcimons, wanton, and carnal! dci At o of 
negligent re tn de ee ſaying (gentle Reader) was ſuch a cooling card 
to me . and did ſo cut the combe of that pleaſing conceit of mine. that I could not tel whe- 
ther I ſhould repent me or not, of my former taken paine. For this was not a malicicus 
taunt of a wry· looking Zeylus, but a graue reprehenſion, and commination of a deuout 
and deuine writer; Now though the Epithetons of Diſſolute and Looſe, make me partly 
preſume, that mine author is out of the foreſaid danger, hoſe work cannot iuſtly be dee- 
med laſciuious, wanton, nor carnal, & though I haue ſpoken as I think ſufficiently in my 
Appollogie,to ſatiſfie al indifferent readers, both for mine authors defence & mine owne 
excuſe. yet becauſe I know in mine owne conſcience, that all the verſes in this worke be 
not ſo full weight. but if they ſhalbe tryed in ſo ſeuere a ballance , ſome will be found ma- 
ny graines to light: I would endeuour all I might to ſupply that defect, with the more 
weightic and ſober conſideration of the Allegorie which. as I haue partly touched in eue- 
ry ſeuerall booke: ſo now I entend to preſent to your conſideration, the whole bodie ot 
the ſame, to makeas it were a reherſal Oration of it, ms I have placed in the latter end,

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and as it were for a farewell,as men do at a great dinner, in which they haue almoſt ſurfe- 
ted vpon ſundrie ſorts of meats, more delicate then wholſome, yet in the end cloſe vp their 
ſtomakes with a peece of a Quince, or ſtrengthen and helpe their digeſtion with a cuppe 
of Sacke;whereas to a temperate feeder vpon wholſome meats,both of them are ſuperfſu- 
ous. Allo I do the rather place it in the end of my booke, becauſe commonly, that which 
men reade laſt ſtickes belt in their memories, and ſo I wiſh this to do, being as it were the 
verie kyrnell and principall part, or as the marrow , and the reſt but the bone or vn- 
profitable ſhell; or according (as | ſaid in my Appologie, vſing Taſſoes compariſon) 
like to the pill chat is lapped in ſuger, and giuen a child for a medicin. who otherwiſe 
would not be drawne to take the ſimple dugge though it were to ſaue his life. But 
to come to the matter, mine author (as you may ſee from the beginning) applyeth his 
whole worke, and referreth all the parts thereof to two principall heads and common 
places: namely. Armes and Zowe: in both which, men commit great ouerſighits, and 
from both which, proceed manie great enormous diſorders, both in publique and priuat. 
For theſe two faults of SG wilfulhes,arc ſo coupled commonly with youth, 
that they ſeeme to be borne at a burthen therewith, and as it were accidents inſepara- 
ble; wa a man might almoſt canonize him for a Saint, that hath paſled the heat of his 
youth, and not offended in one of theſe : but many doubtleſſe offend in them both. 
And this is the cauſe that mine author hath propounded many examples, but ſpeci- 
ally two, in the which men may ſee their frailtie in the latter of chefe ( which 1 will 
handle firſt) namely in the paſſion of loue . As firſt Orlando, who with along and te- 
dious voyage, gardeth Angelica from the Indyes; then hath her taken from hum a- 
mong his 15 after looſeth her, and by ſundrie aduentures — her, and 
yet miſſing moſt narrowly of his purpoſe, in the end falleth ſtarke madde for her, 
till by ſaint John his wits are ſent him againe, which is as much to ſay, till by the grace 
of God and the light of the Goſpel, he diſcouereth the darkneſſe he walked in, and 
ſo comes againe to himſelfe. | 
Secondly and principally in Rygers, whom he faineth to haue bene aman of inſi- 
nite vallue, and of courage able to ouercome a thouſand of our common worldly mi- 
ſeries, but yet ouercome himſelſe of this paſſion of loue, without any reſiſtance: this 
is the reaſon that he is borne away vpon a horſe with wings ( which would not be go- 
uerned) vp into the aire, to the countrey of Alc, ( which we may eaſily conceaue to be 
the court of pleaſure:) by which mine author giues vs to vnderſtand that the princi- 
all occaſion of our euill proceedeth of this, when our appetite not ruled by reaſon, ru- 
eth vs, as Horace writcth of anger, and may be applyed to any paſſion that ſtriueth with 
reaſon: 
Ira furor bremis eſt, animum rege, qui niſi paret 
Imperat, hunc frents, hunc tu compeſce catena. 


Wherefore this ſame appetite is that paſſionate deſire of the minde, that we are ſo of- 
ten counſailed to reſtraine. Now to this deſire to this inordinate luſting, is ioy ned idle- 
neſſe, as an aſſiſtant and great furtherer; as I partly noted in the ſourth booke out of 
Ond, Otia ſi tollas &r. This idlenes is fained by the Poet, verie groſſe and corpulent drun- 
ken &drowhie,ryding vpon a Torteſſe in token of ſlouth, and he (for ſooth) is ringleader 


of a monſtrous band, of which ſome haue heads like dogges, ſome haue necks like cranes, 
ſome are mounted vpon Oxen or Aſſes, ſome haue countenances and geſtures of Apes, 
ſome are armed abate 8. with forkes, with hookes, with broches (all out of the Kit- 
chen) of all which, what other meaning can be gathered but tl us, that idlenes and flouth, 
and the not betaking ones ſelfe toſome honeſt trauell, cauſcth men to proue drunkards, 
gluttons, backbyters, reprochers, teſters, paraſites and promoters, with other monſtrous 
and filthie faultes, though worthy to be 


puniſhed, yet not worthy to be named. 
Where- 
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Wherefore the auncient fathers haue not without great iudge ment and iuſt cauſe, placed 
ſlouch among the ſeauen deadly finnes, being ſo preciſe in the conlideration thereof, that 
they laue del1ucred their opinions thus farre ot it, that though ſimplie to be idle, is not 
a mortall ſinne (as they terme it) yet ſo tobe idle as to be kept thereby from ſome good 
excrciſe,as hearing of Gods word, or helping our brother that wanted our aſſiſtance, may 
make it mortall. But now, becauſe in common ſence it had not bene fit nor probable, that 
a man of a high ſpirite & noble courageſ as his Rogers is deſcribed to be) ſhould be daiited 
with ſuch a ſhamefull and baſe companie as theſe were, therefore you ſee he defends him- 
ſelle againſt them molt reſolutely, Crock their aſſault ſeeme terrible, and their number 


infinite , and in diſpight of them he pioceedeth towards the houle of Logeftiiia (by rogeſtilabe- 
which is ment vertuc ) by that craggic and painfull way, and ſhunneth the other way tele verrne, 


to eAlcyna , by meanes of the good warning e4telfo had giuen him, of the daunger 
thereof. But loe two faire young Ladies ſent from Alma, which as I noted in the 
ſcuemth booke, carryed a ſhe of honourable and chaſt loue; theſe wanne him without 
any reſiſtance, and make lum of a reſolute warriour, à diſſolute louer : but trow you 
he can come to eAlcyna with the bare name of a louer? no, if he be poore, there is no 
place for him in dame Pleaſures court; he muſt ſpend, he muſt giue, he mult laſh it 


out. Eriſila, a couctous wretch, keepes the bridge, by which is vnderſtood that many gl 


men are ſtopt from this courſe of folly, in regard of the great charge and expence 
thereof, and fo ſtay at this bridge; and though no conſideration of vertue with- 
hold them, yet feare of the charge doth terrific them. But when Eriſila is once ouer- 
throwne , then they are preſently receiued into the boſome of Alena, then all the 
cheare, ſporting, dauncing, and conrting that can be imagined, is applyed to the wel- 
comming of thus youthfull Repers. Thus he is drowned and vtterly ouerwhelmed 
in this gulfe of pleaſure , which mine author hath ſet downe ſo liuely, as it were the 
veric picture of the Prodigall ſonne ſpoken of in the ſcripture, giuen ouer to all vn- 
thriftineſſe, all looſeneſſe of life and conuerſation. But becauſe the Poet knew verie 
well that youth, of it ſelfe hath manie good giftes of nature, if the ſame were applyed, 
and that manic young men comming to themſelues againe, haue become notable mem- 
bers of their countryes, and worthy paternes of proweſſe and vertue: therefore he 
deuiſeth molt excellently a meane, whereby Ręęero vawyndeth himſelfe out of the 
bands of A/cyna, ſhewing how on a day being gotten from her (a thing that ſeldome 
happened vnto him,) Mebſſa recalled lum againe, and gaue him that Ring that diſcoue- 
red all Alcina trumperies, and made her odious in his ſiglit: fo as now he curſed her in 
his heart, and was aſhamed that euer he had ſet his loue ſo baſely. This is to be vnder- 


ſtood that a man beſotted in the fond pleaſures of the world, entring into godly conſi - Conſcleration, 


deration with himſclfe of his owne eſtate, heareth Atelyſſa, which is to be vnderſtood 
the deuine inſpiration of the grace of God, calling him from the damned courſe of 
life, to an honeſt and vertuous courſe; and by that Ring which ſignificth reaſon, he 
diſcouercth the odious filthineſſe, of that which ſcemed to him before molt pleaſant and 
amiable. | 

Therefore not without verie good cauſe doth the notable writer, I recyted in the 
beginning of this treatiſe , lay downe in the verie farſt chapter of his booke, the daun- 
ger and inconueniences that grow to men for lacke of conſideration, vſing alſo in ano- 
ther place among many his dmine ſimilitudes, this one, that meu are carryed by incon- 
ſideration to their cuerlaſting ruine without any ſtriuing , cuen as haulkes are carryed 
hooded verie quietly , which if their fight were * would 
had broken their lynes, or vtterly tyred themſelues; but notwithſtanding that the Ring 
of reaſon maketh him deſcerne theſe foule deformities of Alena, yet it is maruellous to 
ſee what wonderfull impediments be ſet in his way, ear he can diſcharge himſelfe of hs 
late receiued miſtres. a 


neuer leaue bating till they Simile, 
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The faulkner, the horſe, the hauke, the dogge, that do all aſſaile him after a ſlraunge fa- 
ſhion, the particular Allegorie whereof, I touched in the eight booke : though to ſay 
truth, I needed not fo curiouſly to haue ſought for ſuch a hidden meaning in them, 
when as the verie things themſelues are ſo vntemperatly vſed by manie, that they keepe 
them from vertues and more honourable actions: How many men giue themſelues lo 
extreamely to theſe huhters, haukes, hounds, and horſes, that thev cannot ſcarce affoord 
an houre to the ſtudie of wiſedome and temperance ? though I do not vtterly con- 
demne the honourable vie of them all, for recreation, ſo as a man would remember, 
Ne quid ris, or as our Engliſh prouerbe ſaith , too much of one thing is good for 
nothing, 

Now when theſe diſficulties be ouercome, then yet for a great whilethe way is paine- 
full, the weather is hot, the ſunne parcheth , Rogero rideth ſollitarie without compa- 
nic or good tellowthip; and by and by an other temptation aſſailes him: Three Ladies 
ſporting themſelues by the ſea ſide would ſtay him; one offers him wineincreaſing his 
thirſt with the ſight of it, another inuites him to alight, the third railes vpon him for his 
inciuilitye: The firſt of theſe is our concupyſcence, that with a all chirſt ſtill ma- 
keth vs couet things hurtfull for our ſelues: the ſecond is eaſe, that is loth to ſuſtaine too 
much labour, but is {till perſwading vs to giue ouer vertuous workes, becauſe they are 
painefull: the third is the mockeric and — vſe of the world, as I haue alſo noted in his 
place, to ieſt at ſuch as liue aultercly and vertuoully, as though it were a token of a baſe 
minde,whereas indeed, it is the onely noble diſpoſition that may be, to follow vertue, and 
to deſpiſe pleaſure. | 

Theſe three women though R ogers fled away, yet they followed him, which ſignifi- 
eth. that our owne imperfections euermore follow vs, neither can we be ridde of them, 
and ie ſuffiſeth not to ouercome them once, but that we muſt wage continuall battell 
with them. Now againſt this perpetuall myſerie we are ſtrengthened by diſcipline, and 
made able to withſtand them , which is ſignified by the wiſe and graue Pilot, that tranſ- 
ports Rogers by ſea, from Alcyna to Logeſtilia; and in ſooth it may well be called a ſea, in 
which cucrie waue is redie to ouerw helme vs, & euerie ſtorme able vtterly to diſcourage 
vs, if we had not a good Pilot both ſafely to guid vs, and chearefully to encourage vs, 
by telling vs what entertainment we ſhall finde, if we come onoe into her harbour.

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This encouragement and comfort was ſomwhat, but by and hy they diſcouereda great 
nauic ſent from Ae, which vndoubtedly had ſurpriſed them, had not Legeſcia (uch 
drawne from the Greeke, is to ſay wiſedome ) ſent a hole atmie in their ayde: u hich ſiani- 
fieth wit ings, exhortations inſtructions, exãples, and precepts, that haue power in them, 
both to confound A/cyna,aud to recouer all that had bene wonne by force, in former tiuzes 
from Loge ſtilla. 

The foure vertuous Ladies that are ſent to guard R ogero, as appeareth by their names, 
and by their Epithetons giuen the by mine author are the foure Cardinall vertues wſtice, 
prudence temperance . and fortitude . Which though it be well deſcribed in the foreſayd 
x. booke, yet in iny fanſie, that in the laſt booke, where he prayſeth a Cardinals vertucs , I 
incane Hypolyto,whereallo he adds a fiſt vnto the,and makes the hue,it doth much better. 
= . 

T hen en anther part was to be vewd, 
His vertnes, each one by them ſelues diſtini?, 
Prudence aui temperance, and fortit ude, 
And luſtice, and a fiſt ſo nearely lmkt 
To theſe. that who with it it not eadude, 
The reſt may ſceme bletted, or quite cxt incl, 
Lo untie amdlo yd in guns ard in ſhendui 2 
A ſpecial grace to all the other lending 
Theſe be the Captaines of that Armic Royall,that can ouercome legions, nay millyons 
of vices: & ſure if you will not allo the laſt of them for a principall leader, yet you mult 
at leaſt, make him treaſurer and pay maſter, or elſe it is great doubt that for lacke of pay, 
you will be driuen to Caſſyre your bands. But to proceede, perhaps it will ſeeme ſtraunge 
to ſome, as it did to my ſeſte at the firſt reading , how it comes to palle that Lo9ef?:/l and 
Al:yna are ſiſters, the one legitimat the other a baſtard; and that the baſtard hath v ſurped 
vpõ the others ſtate, and hath ſcarſe left her aboue one ſtrong hold. The expolition is tlus. 
The nature of man by which is vnderſtood our appetite or aſſection, which ought to 
be ſubiect to reaſon, and to be gouerned thereby, this nature (l ſay) was at the firſt a lawtull 
child of God and was by the ſpirite of God. framed to his owne likeneſle, there to gouer ne 
and rule by reaſon and wiſedome, ſo that aſore nature was corrupted, all tlie partes of our 
minde were in a perſect accord and liarmonie, vnder the gouernement of reaſon. or rather 
euery one ſetting forward it ſelfe to vertuous actions: but when this firſt perſection was 
loſt, and that ſame great rebellion was made, to theouerthrow of that quiet and ſettled 
ſtate, the heart became ſo weake, az it was not able to endure the continuall atlaults of the 
paſſions that aſſay led it, and in the end was cotent to take part with them. againſt the rea- 
ſonable part of the minde. And now euery part of the body engenders fuch ſceds of con- 
cupiſcence, that nature is become à baſtard ſiſter to reaſon, and vſurpes that gouernement 
that is due onely to her, and leaueth her onely one caſtell, which was ſo ſtrongly ſcituated, 
chat it was impregnable: ſo that now reaſon is retirde as it were to her principall lortreſle, 
to the head, the reit of this kingdome being potleſſed(by Ale by pleaſure and fond de- 
lights. Now then, what maruell is it,if this new Hercules, deſcribed by mine author, do with 
ſo great difficulty, and through ſo many impediments clàmer vp to tlus ſtatehy feat of I. 
geftalla. built with ſuch rare workemanthip, and of ſuch pure ſtuſſe, that a man may im the 
walls thereof, ſee cucn into his very ſoule and conſcience. 
In theſe men ſee the vertue, and the dice, 
That cleaueth to their urward ſoule and mine, 
Who lockes in ſuch a glaſſe, may grow ſo wi/e, 
Arneither flat ring pray/es ſhall hum blind, 
With urkling worder, ner wndeſerned blame, 
With ferged famlts, ſuaſ works hn any ſame.

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As for thoſe guildings and paintings, that were in the Pallace of Alen, though the 
ſhow of it were glorious, the ſubſtaunce of it was droſſe, and nothing but Alcunue , and 
coſenage: but theſe of Logeſtilla, be precious ſtones indeed, of meſtimable vallue : The 
looking glaſſe and mirryur,that will ſhow vs how our ſoulc and our minde is ſpotted; oli 
he that would vſe ſuch a glaſſe, what a notable Antidoton it would. be againſt the poy- 
ſon of flatterieꝰ 

You fayre Ladies, that ſpend ſo many houres in looking and prying in a glaſſe to ſee 
if this ſhadoyy fit handſomlic, if your rebatoes be well ſet , if your wyers ſtand euen vp- 
on your heads, and the pendent iuſt in the middle of your forcheads, and in the leaſt ot 
theſe matters you will not beleeue your mayds eyes, but you will ſce it your ſelues, why 
are you ſo credulous to beleeue lyers and flatterers , that tell you your chaſtities and o- 
ther womanlie vertues be extolled and prayſed , and will not looke in that true glaſſg, 
to ſee if you deſerue it or no. | 

It is true, that men are no fit iudges of themſclues , becauſe commonlie they are 
parciall in their owne cauſe , yet is it as true, that he that will diſpoſe him to iudge 
indifferentlie of lum ſelſe, can doe it better then any bodie elſe, becauſe a man can ſee 
further into his owne minde and heart, then any one elſe can. But now, to come to 


this fayre houſe of Lageſtilla, to which Iwould ſo fayne inuite you all, both Lordes 


and Ladies; that reade this dicourſe, here be ſweet gardens, here be wholeſome hetbes, 
here is the continuall ſpring : Here that vabridled horſe, that bare away Rogers 
fo farre out of Europe, is taught to obay the rod and the rayne , and made ſeruiceable 
and at commaundement. Further, by the helpe of the ring (as was touched before) ma- 
nie that had bene transformed into brute beaſtes, were reſtored to their ſhape agayne: 
theſe were ſuch as were ſo drowned in vice, and in beaſtlie pleaſures , that no part of 
the reaſonable man was left in them. Aſtolſo was reſtored to his ſhape, that had bene 
turned into a myrtle,(now the myrtle was ſayd euer to haue bene ens tree; hand becauſe 
he was ſo entangled in Venerie, that he could not get himſelfe out of it, therefore he is 
fayned to haue taken roote in the grounde as a tree doth , and ſo was faſtened, that 
without _Melyſſas aſſiſtaunce he could not haue ſtirred from thence. Thus, as you ſce 
mine author vnder a pretie fiction, hath brought you to behold the whole miſerie of the 


life of man, and therefore in the begiiming of the vij . boole he exhorteth men to conſi- 


der the meaning of his tale, 


Wherefore to ſome a tale may ſceme a fable, 
Whoſe wits to onderſtand it, are not able, 


But no becauſe there are diners kindes of errours , in this laberinth of loue, and as 
divers meanes by which men offend , as there are diuers ſortes of men that offend; there- 
fore you may perceaue how my author hath filled the whole booke with ſundry exam- 
ples both of men and women: as beſide Orlando of whom I ſpake before, whoſe mad- 
neſſe gaue the name to his worke, calling it Orlando Furioſo, there is Sacrapent , that 
followes Angelica from the Indies, and is ſtill ſoded out by her with fayre wordes : There 
is Renaldo, that is extremely in loue with her, till the water of diſdayne draue away, 
and cooled the heate of his affection; and the whole booke is full of examples of men 
and women, that in this matter offloue, haue bene notable M one kynde or other, of 
which I will touch ſome ſpeciall ones, and omit the reſt, as not ſo much worth the 
ſtanding vpon. * 

The ordinarie kindes of lone are ſer done to vs of the good and the bad in two 
couples: [Angelyca and Doraſyce of the worſe kinde, and and Bradamant 
of the better ſorte. In Angelhca, the excellentneſle of her be tie bred ſuch an ex- 
cceding pride, that diſday ning the greateſt and worthyeſt Princes that lived in that

as 
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age, ſhe caſt her ſelfe away at laſt vpon a poore ſeruing · man, for a inſt recompence 
of her to haughtie conceipt. In Doralyce, is ſet downe a patterne of great lightneſſe of 
manners, and behauiour, that firſt loumg Rodomort , and being torciblic taken by 
Mandrycard, yet in one night was ſo well pacified toward him, that ſhe was content 
to tarrie with him, and in the ende refuſed R 249mm openlie for hum (though in (© 
doyng one might make a reaſonable excuſe for her:) but after when Aandrycard was 
ſlayne, ſhe could haue founde in her heart to haue loued gero allo. In O/mpra con- 
trarie, we ſee an honeſt chaſt loue, though verie hardlie requited , yet hath it in my 
opinion ſome reproote, namelie that it was to ſodaine and violent. But in the wor- 
thy Brad mam is a perfect patterne of true honourable loue to Regero, moued firſt by 
his value, by his courage, by his behauiour, by his worth, which made him worthy 
of her loue. In her you ſhall finde no raſhneſſe, no want of conſtancie of faith, of all o- 
ther due regardes: for neither could her ſundrie ouerth wart chaunces neither the expe- 
ctation and length of tine, (which is wont to breed alterations, ) nor the obſtinate coue- 
touſneſſe of her father , nor the vaine ambition of her mother, nor the ſtate and Empire 
of Leon, with all the promiſed riches and treaſures his Father and he poſleſſed, once 
withdraw her mynde from her firſt loue. Further, Brad amam did not raſhlie fall in 
loue, as did O/ym14 , but the Propheteſſe Alrlyſſa, and tokens from aboue, did encou- 
rage her to her honeſt loue, forſhowing her of her noble polteritic , and of all choſe 
bleſſings that accompanie the ſame: ſo as indeed, in her onclie, we haue a patterne of ho- 
neſt and commeydable loue before marriage. 

Now there gre in like manner two payre of married women, one worthie all re- 
proch , the _ meriting all prayſe. The ſhameleſſe Org and her filthic ar- 
tano, area pattetne of baſe and filtlue loue , grounded vpon ribauldrie, and continued 
with all fraudulent practiſes that may be; in which alſo the fond affection, and doting 
fancie of Gr:ſſmo , is to be pitied, that could not ſee her trecheric till with notable ſhame 
and ſcorne, he felt the fruits of it, 

Another patterne of lewdneſle in all kyndes, is the tragicall lyfe of the abhomi- 
nable Gabryxa, that for her filthic luſt , brake all the lawes of hoſpitalitie, and huma- 
mitie : Firſt ecmptyog Fy/anar2 moſt impudentlie, then accuſing him moſt falſclie, 
laſtlie d e fin moſt ſubtillie, and making him with a moſt rare crueltie 
to kill her husband, and marrie her ſelſe; and finallie when ſhe grewe weric of 
him , ſhe Wunde the meanes to poyſon both him and the Phiſition , and not re- 
ſting there, ſpent all. 1455 after in working all kynde of treaſon and miſ- 


chiefe, cuen to her laſt which the fet on the gallowes . Such Gabrmas and 
Medeas as this perhaps thefe are in the worlde , that to effect their deuiliſh pur- 
poſes , will not ſticke to praftiſe any kynde of trecherie and poyſoning , yea and 
take a pryde d felicitie they can ouerthro noble houſes , ſet great men to- 
gether by the cares , cauſe bloudſhed , and ruine , and hurlyburlie, in Cities and com- 
mon wealthes ,andcauſebrothers to cut of one an others head: whereupon that old verſe 
may ſeeme to laue bene made vpon ſome ground.

But no in recõpence of theſe two pailing lewd women we haue o excellent vertu- 
ous women: Fyerdeliege married to Brandimart,and 1/abelleſpouſed to Zerbmo. Which, I 
thinke mine author hath deuiſed to haue great aduerſitics,and to haue loſt their husbands 
molt vnfortunatly, to the ende to lay before all chaſt and vertuous matrones,an example, 
how the troubles that happen to theit husbands,muſt be a meane to ſer forth their prayte 
the more. And indeede, to attribute to them the higheſt poynt of glory in thus kinde, that 


Of armes. 
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may be, you fee how he maketh them leeſe their husbands euẽ in the prime of their owne 
yeares : Zerbyn: ſlayne in France, and Brandymart in Barbarie, and both of them naming 
their wiues at their laſt houre,to ſhow how dearely they loued them; which cauſcth them 
to breake into ſuch pitious lamentations, as would moue not onely a tender harted Ladie, 
but euen a valiant harted man, to ſhed teares with compaſſion. Further, the deathes of both 
theſe Ladies, in ſundry kindes are molt admirable : Fyorde/rege builds her a little roome in 
the Sepulcher of her husband, & there becomes an Anchorite: I ſabella falling into the had 
ofthe barbarous Rydomont , and hauing no way to ſaue herchaſtitic from his violence, 
deuiſed a meane to redeeme it with the price of her life: Oh worthy 1/abc{u,that deſer ueſt 
to be painted in Tables, and ſet foorth in clothes of Arres, for an example to all young 
Ladyes of conſtant chaſtitie. | 

But now to goe forward, we haut to conſider likewiſe of the inchaunted Pallace, in 
which as it were in an infinite laberinth , ſo many braue young men of great vallor, loole 
them ſelues in ſeeking their loues, and when they would depart thence, they heare thẽſel- 
ues called backe, and thinke they ſee their faces; but when they come, thinl ing to finde the, 
they vanith out of their ſiglits, and turne to ſhadowes. This inchauntment is likewiſe re- 
ferred to loue that painteth forth in our fanſie, the Image of the partie loucd, repreſenting 
to vs the ſweet ſpeach,the ſeemely behauiour,the gracious lookes of our Idol that we Wor- 
ſhip:but neither can we finde it when we ſeeke for it, neither doth the heart take any re- 
pole, {till laboring to 2 to the end which more do miſſe then hit, and yet when they 
doe attayne to it, for the molt part they grow as werie, as before they grew fond. We may 
ſay that Dide was in this laberinth hen as I gil deſcribeth her: 


At Regia gran iamdudum ſaucia cura, 
Vuluus alit vents, & ceco carpit ur igm, 
Malta d iiri durtus anmo, muliun q recurrat, 
Cem is honot: herent mfix1 pectore vult us,

Wherfore this paſſion may well be called, T hat tick/mg wound t hat flat ring eruell foe,as 
it is in the firſt booke. And no maruell if Ragero once again, hauing loſt his ring of reaſon, 
be dra wne into this inchaunted Pallace. Onely Afo/fo(taught by a booke Logeſtilli gaue 
him to take away a fantaſticall Image or ſome ſuch witchcraft as lay vnder the threſhold) 
diſlolued the inchauntment. But whereas it is ſayd that Ar/anta did build it, thereby to 
keepe Rogero in an idle life, therein he toucheth the fond tendernes of divers parents ouer 
their children , who bringing them yp in wantonneſſe, caſe , and pride, make them the 
more apt to fall into this inchaunting laberinth . Many more examples are alledged by 
mine author: as that pretie Comycall tale of Ariodant and Genewra : the tantalticall tale 
of Norandino and Lucyna, that were lapt in goates skinnes: the death of Marganorres two 
ſonnes:thetale of the Mantuan len ght that had the married mens cup. All which haue 
good Morallities, and may be fitlie applyed to this common place of loue. 

Now the other common place is . armes, which indeed is more pertinent to matters 
of ſtate, (as tother is to priuat life & manners, and in this mine author hath carried his in- 
uention verie dayntilie, and well worth the marking. For he propoundeth to vs the ex- 
ample of two mightie Emperours,one of which directeth all his counſells by wiſedome, 
learning and Religion; But the other being raſh,and vnexperienced, ruined himſelfe and 
his countrie : and in this ſtorie though much of it be fayned, yet are ſet downe the ve- 
rie ordinarie cauſes: and the vſuall ſequels of all ſuch garboyls and troubles . It is almoſt 
an vſuall matterto read of y inces that being left in peace and proſperitie, and 
hauing ſo much wealth they know not what to do withall : ſtraight follow their youth. 
full humour of reuenging ſome (I know not what) old iniuries, and be put in hope 
by ſuch hare-brayne Counſellouts as Rydomont and his fellowes , of great * 

an 
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and in the end ouerthro indeed great armies, not of their enemyes, but of elicir one, as 
che oracle mocked ( reſi. 
( reſis Halim penetramt magnam pernertet oprm Vin. 

So did Hambailmn Italie (though indeed he preuayled a great while) led thereto by a 
dreame, as ſome write: Now in theſe matters of warres, the chicte fault commonhe 1s, 
in thoſe Counſellours that put aſword into a mad-mans hand, by putting ſuch concey ts 
into Princes heads. Yet w' ſee Agramant hath his graue S that aduiſeth him at 
the firſt, not to inuade other mens countryes, but to keepe his one; that aduiſethi him 
to preuent miſchiefe in time, and to ſue for peace: that aduiſeth him to put the matter to 
a combat of one man, and the partie ouercome to pay yearely tribute: and finally, that not 
onely with faithfull counſell, but with valiant ſeruice, {ticketh to him to the laſt; but 
eAgramants one raſhneſſe and follie ouerthrowes all the good that could be done him. 
Further theſe youthfull Counſellours, on whom Agramant did ſo much relye, did not 
onely hurt hun by their fond perſwaſions to his ill ſucceeding warres , but alſo in the 
middeit of the heat thereof, when their ſeruice ſhould haue ſtood him in molt ſteed, an- 
noyd him, and ina manner quite confounded him with their continuall 1arring and 
ſquaring amõg themſclues about matters of ſmall or no importance: So that, as Ig - 
un, was wontto with for ten Votre, and could hauc bene content to laue ſpared A- 
chills: ſo Agramant had iuſt cauſe to haue wiſhed for ten Sobryms and to hahe (| pared g- 
domeum, and the other great champions. And by the way it is to be noted, how Poeti- 
callie mine author ſendeth Diſcord among them, and where the was found, as you mighe 
read in the fourteenth booke . Now to Arama, is on the other ſide oppoſed Charles, 
a graue and well ſtayd Prince, wiſe and valiant, not parciall in doing iultice, bountifull 
in rewarding ſeruices, and which is all in all, deuout without hypocriſie, and putting in- 
deed his affiaunce in God, and conſequently in his extremities is ayded by Socha in 
the end obtaining a moſt happie victorie, driuing both his enemies out of his countrie, 
and gayning from them a great part ot theirs . Further my author hath ſet downe diuers 
formes(as I may call it of valiant men, though not all in a ſort to be imitated , but ſome 
rather greatlie to be reprouzd ; *Almariard is deſcribed to be exceeding full of cou- 
rage, and with all verie quarellſome , and yet with good ſueceſſe: He takes Doralhce 
from her guard, he fights with Orlando, with Redemoumt, with Marfi/a,and ſtill he holds 
his owne. But thus good fortune is a cauſe to fooles of their oucrthrow; for (as our Eng- 
liſh prouerb ſaith) So oft goes the pitcher to the water, at laſt it comes broken home. Mandr:- 
card would needs quarrell with Rogeroabout their cogniſaunce , and by him is ſlayne af- 
ter all his brauerie. This is written for a warning to ſuch as are of ¶Aandiycurdos diſpoſi- 
tion to take heed of And. ycardos end. 

Like wiſe in Radomoum there was exceeding ſtrength of bodie, as well as courage oſ 
minde, but the ſame was goucrned with no deliberation ; which cauſed him to attempt, 
and to giue ouer things atteinpted veric ſodainlie, which finally turned to be hurtfull to 
humſelfe as well as to others. | | 

On the other ſide, Rena/do was a franke natured man, valiant and curtcous : Ferraw, 
ſtout , but to full of craking , and thereby procuring himſelfe enmities: Or/ando full of 
clemencie as well as courage: erbms a patterne of molt noble and thankefull nature, 
and though not fortunate , yet moſt famous in deſpite of fortune. 

'Regero, the verie Idea and perfect example of a true Knight, that will by no meanes 
breake his faith and his honour , that ſeckes no aduantage of the inchaunted ſheeld, that 
to be gratefull to Don Leon Auguſtus, would leeſe both loue and lite, and finally, that in 
defence of his honour killeth R 9domonnt. ; 

Further, as I haue often noted in the ſeuerall boolces, it is a verie pleaſing thing to ſee 
the due puniſhment of the wicked doers,and the procurers of cuill, as beſides thoſe I haue 
noted, you may {ce that none ſtapeth of the xxx1j. kings that came out of Aﬀericke, but 
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enn the one a perſwader to peace, the other, a iult warriour, and true of 
us word, * 

Beſide, in Aſtolſo is a prayſe of learning, who with his ſounding horne, by which is 

ment eloquence, and aid his booke ( betokeming wiſedome ) both the gifts of Logeſtidla, 
meth a tamer of monſters , as well as a conquerour of men , and acc ſherh 
greater matters alone, then all the reſt doe with their force and armes. 

Further, in the pray ſe of learning, and to moue Princes to fauour learning. he ſhewes 
how onely the pen of the learned is that ,that preſerues the good faine of Princes, as for 
the common fooliſh Pamphlet - vriters he condemneth them, likening them to vultures 
carrencrowes ,and chattering pyes , that are not able to ſaue their frends names from the 
lake of obliuion, becauſe their writings are not durable. Thus much I thought good to 
note of the 2 Allegorie of the whole worke, to giue you occaſion to rumimate, as 
it were, aud better to diſgeſt that, which you before in reading, did perhaps ſwallow down 
whole without chewing. Now me thinke it is euen high time to — byd much 

ood doe it you, or at the leaſt no harme doe it you, or if you thinke it will for all this, the 
Pluſicke I can preſcribe you, is to take a leafe or two of S. Mathews Goſpell, or ot S. 
Paules Epiſtles, and it ſhall reſtore you to your perfect health.

# Hoſe that performed any notable worke in their lives, either for 
the profit of their countrie, or for the aduaungement of learning,

Hiſtories of their times, and alſo had their names eternized by ſpe- 
cial treatiſes writtẽ of their liues;by which the enſuing ages might 
know their countrie,their parentage, their tune of birth, their edu- 

| cation, their diſpoſition , their actions, and their end: Whether it 
be that men are willing to proſecute their deſerts with a thankfull remembraunce after 
their deaths , as it were fora kinde of recompence of their trauell in this life, whether for 
the encouragement of thoſe that liue , to make them by vertue hunt after fame. Neither 
onely hauc men of good deſerts bene prayſed for their vertues , but alſo the wicked haue 
bene blazed for their faults , that — whom deſire of fame cannot allure to well doiny 

yet feare of ſliame and ignominie, may terrifie from lewd actions. In both which kinds, di- 
uers haue imployed their penns,both in former ages and now of late, to the great good and 

delight of the ſtudious reader. Witneſſe Plurarbs lines called his Paralels, comparing the 


notable men of Rome and Greece: Suctomus booke of the twelue Ceſars : anothers aſter 


hun of ten Emperours(excellently written in Italian): And of our owne countric and in 
our owne language, the mirrour of Magiſtrates, in which the life and fall of many great 
perſons is very well ſet downe.and in a good verſe. Now(2s I ſay)tlus being a common cu- 
itome , and as it were a due reward to men of good deſert , no maruell if this Poet, whoſe 

worke 
© 
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worke hath bene acceptable to ſo many thouſands, haue alſo found this fauour to haue 
his life written, which hath bene done by three Italians that I haue read, namely Gicro- 
lamo Porro of Padoa, Grerolama Garofalo of Ferrara, and by Smon Fornariot Rheggio: 
out of whole three reports I haue gathered this compendious treatiſe , to ſatiſhe ſuch as 
are deſirous to know who this Arwſto was, whom I haue ſo greatly extolled in my Apo- 
logie, as a benefactor of all ſtudious mindes , and on whoſe worke I haue employed ſo 
much time, to put it into Engliſh verſe, and to beſtow ſo many notes as I haue done vp- 
on the expounding of his Allegorics , and whatſocuer elſe I 1udged fit for the readers of 
weaker capacities. 

Firſt therefore you muſt know, that the houſe or name of the Arioſti came firſt out of 
Bologna, (not as ſome haue vainely ſurmiſed deriued of the Ariſtij or Arion) for yet 
their name is remaining in Bologna, in good account and reckning, and was long ſince 
ofthat reputation for gentrie and welth , that argues Obyſo the third of the houſe of 
Eſte,thought it no diſparagement to him to marrie a wife out of that ſtocke, called Lia 
Ariſta. T his Ladie was of excellent beautic and wit, and bringing with her vnto Ferra- 
ra ſome of the Arioſh of her kin and followers , by her fauour and countenance,they ſo 
well fethered their neſts in Ferrara in her life, that they held cuer ſince the account of 
Gentlemen of the better ſort : But (admit their familie were of good reckning before) 
yet the excellencie of this famous man we now treat of, by the conſent of all that write 
of it, hath greatly increaſed the account and credit thereof. His fathers name was N:- 
cholas Arwito, and both his father and vncles bare offices in their countrie of good va- 
lew, his mothers name was Aria of the houſe of Malaguti in Reggio, as appeareth 
in one of his Satyrs where he nameth her. Now though this Lodowthe eArioſto were 
his fathers eldeſt ſonne, yet he had foure brothers and five ſiſters , the names of his bro- 
thers himſelfe ſets downe in his ſecond Satyre, (harles, Alexander, Galaſſo, and Gabriel, 
where alſo he complaineth that Aercarie was no great friend to his houſe , meaning 
that their welth was but ſmall, becauſe none of them had vſed to encreaſe it by trat- 
fcke or marchandize. Now though his father were a man of good reckning, as ha- 
uing bene in his youth a companion of duke Bor/s, and after that an officer to duke Her- 
cules, in a good place, namely his A. uordemo, which I take to ſignifie as much as great 
maſter, or ſteward of his houſe, and often employed as Ambaſladour from him to the 
Pope, and to the king of France, and conſequently receiued of him great preferments, 
as well in dignities, as reuenewes and fees, yet it ſeemeth that he lived euer ſo at the vt- 
termoſt of his abilitie, that he purſed vp little to the increaſe of his ſtocke, and thereby 
left his heire no verie rich man. But to ſpeakeof the ſonne of whom I chiefly intend m 
diſcourſe, certaine it is that from his verie childhood, he ſhewed great tokens of forward- 
nes in all ſtudie, but ſpecially in Poetrie, in ſo much that his father yet lyuing, he tranſ- 
lated the tale of Yyramus and Thisbee into verſe, making in a manner a Comedie of it, 
and ſo cauſed his — and ſiſters to play it. Howbęit his father being vtterly vn- 
learned, and rather regarding what ſtudie would be moſt proſitable to be followed by 
his ſonne, then what lus nature and inclination did beſt ſerue him to, compelled him to 
ſtudie the ciuill lau, in which hauing plodded ſome yeares verie diſpleaſantly, and with 
no great proofe, at laſt heleft it vtterly,and fell to more ſweete ſtudies; for the barbarouſ- 
neſle of the phraſe agreed not with the ſharpnes of his conceit. in ſo much that he writeth 
of himſelfe (though rather perhaps of his modeſtie, then that it was fo)

That is to ſay, that being paſt twentie yeare old, he had netd of a ſchoolemaſter to conſter 
Nn 
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E/ope: fables ; though I ſee not how that could be, conſidering that being verie young, 
they ſay he made and openly pronounced an Oration in Latine,that gauecuen then great 
hope of him: the beſt likelihood is, that when his father ſet him to the Law, Which he 
had no munde vnto , that then he loſt his Latine againe, which is ſoone donc, and fo 
was glad to fall to it freſhly, after he came to mans eſtate , which he did verie tudioul- 
ly, reading manic bookes, and eſpecially Horace, whom he ſtudied ſo thorowly , that 
he was able to expound diuers hard and obſcure places in his Odes, which were then not 
vnderſtood, and it is obſerued, that when Leo ie tenth was Pope, both his holintſle 
and diuers great Prelates in Rome fauoured him greatly, euen in that reſpect. Thus as 
I ſaid, his naturall inclination carrying him chiefly to Poetrie, he gaue himielfe to reade 
thoſe Poets that were of beſt account, both in Latine and Italian, as his worke well 
ſhewes, in his oft and excellent imitations of them, and his gift was ſuch , that 122 
his youngeſt brother Gabrie/ wrate reaſonable well, and by meanes of a lameneſſe 

had, gaue himſclfe wholly to ſtudie, yet he came {p farre ſhort of him, that there 
was no compariſon : ſo that as one ſaid of T «ty, Satis eſt non modo in vna familia, ſed in 
vna ciuitate eſſe num Rhetorem; it is enough to haue one good Orator not onely in a fa- 
mily,but euen in a whole citie: So one may ſay of Ariaſto, it is enough that all Italie had 
one ſo excellent a Poct. Yet he was often wont to lament as before hum Perrarke,and be- | 
fore them both Ou is noted to haue done, that his father {till draue him from Poetrie, as | 
that verſe witneſſeth. |

But to proceed, when he had pretily entered himſelfe in Poetrie, and was of the age of 
foure and twentie, his father departed his life, and as I in part noted beſore, left him | 
no rich man, whether that the inheritance was deuided among all the brothers, as in 
ſome places of England and Wales, the cuſtome of Gauell kinde alloweth , or that 
his liuing ſtood moſt vpon offices and fees that dyed with him: but thus they write, 
that he was then greatly perplexed with the charge of ſo great a familie, and with 
beſtowing his filters, and prouiding for his brothers, that he was euen redie to haue 
rom ouer all his ſtudie, had not the emulation that he had with a Gentleman of 
us owne name and kin, called Pandolfo Arioſto, (till renewed in him his former 
diſpoſition: but in proceſſe of time this Pandoſſo dyed , with which his friend and 
colin was greatly diſcouraged , and for a time againe diſcontinued , but yet ſo as the 
world before that time had ſome conceit of his ſharpeneſle of wit, and of his gift 
in well writing: In the end being toward thirtie yeare old, he was for his good parts 4 
His ſerwiceef entertained into the ſeruice of Don Hpeluo Cardinall of Eſte , a great fauourer [1 
Cardinal ol learning and good wits, and one that kept continually in his court great ſtore „ 
Hippelze, olf excellent learned men, among whome Arioite was receiued in verie honcura- 
ble ſort: and yet to this time he had not written any worke of fame , but ſome few 
Sonnets : forbearing belike to write till he were well ſtuffed with matter; as wiſe | 
builders begin not their buildings til they haue brought their Lime and Stone, & timber 
in place, leſt one ſhould (tay for the other. At his verie entrance into this Cardinals ſer- 
uice, he determined, as it ſhould ſeeme, to make ſome Poem, finding his ſtrength to ſerue | 
him to it, & though he could haue accompliſhed it very wel in Latme,yet ke choſe rather 1 
his 
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his natiue tongue, either becauſe he thought he could not attaine tothe higheſt place of „% 1... 
praiſe, the {ame being before occupied by diuerſe, and ſpecially I u gil and Ouid, or be- we w Late, 


cauſe he found it belt agreed with his matter and with the time, or becauſe he had a deſire 
(as molt men haue to enrich their one language with ſuch writings, as may makeit in 
more account v. ith other nations: but the firſt of theſe was the true cauſe indeed, for when 
Bembs would huuc diilwaded him from writing Italian, alledging that he ſhould winne 
more praiſe by writing Latine: his anſwere was, that he had rather be one of the princi- 
pal & chiefe Thuſcan writers, then ſcarce theſecond or third among the Latines: adding, 
that he found his humor (his Genius he called it beſt inclining to it. Wherfore going for- 
ward with that reſolution of al the Poems, that were the in that kind in miner of hiſtory 
(they were called Romanzi, which in French ſigniſieth briefe notes of occurrets) he choſe 


Boyardo vpon whoſe worke he would ground, both becauſe the ſaid Boy-rdos worke was go did 
freſh in euerie mans minde, as alſo becauſe he would ſhun the bringing in of new names, h Homer /or 
and of new matter, which he thought would be nothing ſo pleaſant vnto his countrie e 


men, as that of which they had ſome taſt alredie, and yet withall a deſire ro know fur- 
ther of being by Beyardso lett vnperfect. Thus as I ſaid) he began this worke of his en- 
tituled Orlændo Furioſo, being about the age of thirtic yeares, and being entred into the 
ſeruice of Cardinall Hippolito, howbeit he did not ſo wholly giue himſelte either to rea- 
ding for the enriching of his owne wit, or to writing, for the pleaſure & profite of others, 
that he withdrew himſelfe from ſuch honorable ſeruices as be was called to. For when 
Pope /vlio the ſecond had intended to make war vpon the duke ot Ferrara whoſe bro- 
ther Cardinall H:ppo/rro was) maſter Lodowihe eArrſto was choſenas a molt fit man to 
go of Ambaſlage to him, to paciſie his wrath; the which bulines he managed fo well,that 

e wan great reputation of wiſedome and diſcretion at his returning: Howbeit,it was not 
long after his rcturne, but that the forenamed Pope, being indeed a mat of an vnquiet 
ſpirit, and giuen all tothe warres, leuied a great powre againſt the duke, and ſhipped ma- 
ny of his ſouldiers, to ſend them ouer Poe the great riuer that runnes by Ferrara , theſe 
were met by the forces of the duke vpon the water, and in that ſeruice Arioſte himſclfe de- 
meaned himſelſe verie valiently, and tooke one of the belt ſhippes and beſt ſtored with 


victuall and munition in all the fleete. But theſe armies being diſſolued. the duke thought a, 


good once againe to ſend to paciſie that ſame ouer terrible Prelat; and euerie man ſhun- 
ning the office, knowing the furious nature of Julio: Ariofte againe for the ſeruice and 


laftie of his countrie, aduentured to go, indeed an exceeding aduenture, for neither were i, 


the wayes ſafe in time of warres to go ſo weakly garded; neither was that Popes diſplea- 


ding he was greatly both praiſed and fauoured. Now when things after by the good ſuc- 
ceſle of the duke, grew to more quiet, then he alſo betooke him to his quiet ſtudies, & con- 
ſequently did proceed in his excellent Poem: But ſodainly , when he had made fo much 
thereof, as gaue great hope to all men, that it would prouc an excellent peece of worke, he 
happened to fall into the Cardinals diſpleaſure, by meanes that he — with him 
into Hungarie, which though the ſaid Cardinall tooke verie diſpleaſantly; yet knowing 
the valew of the man, and his worth, he would not diſgrace him openly, though he wan- 
ted no enimies to feed and further that ill conceit in him; which maſter Zodowtke fin- 
ding. was ſo greatly diſcouraged, that he intermitted his writing many veares: and to 
mend the matter, one taking occaſion of this ecclipſe of the Cardinals fauour, put him in 
ſuite for a peece of land of his auncient inheritance, which was not onely a great vexa- 
tion to his minde, but a charge to his purſe , and trauell to his bodie; for vndoubtedly, 
the clattering of armour , the noiſe of great Ordenance, the ſound of trumpet and drum, 
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the neying of horſes do not ſo much trouble the ſweete Muſes , as doth the brabling of 
Lawyers, the paltcring of Attorneys, and the ciuill warre or rather moſt vnc iuill diſa- 
greeing of — 2 ban Thus was good maſter Lodowthe interrupted of lus coui ſe 
of writing fourteene whole yeares , euen to the death of the Cardinall; after which time 
he had, or rather he tooketo himſelfe more libertie and leiſure tofollow his owne humor 
and priuate {tudie, and in proceſſe of time finithed to great perfettion that, which he had 
begun with great expectation. Yet did the duke e Alſomſo allure him by al meancs he could 
to his court, vſing him like a companion rather then like a ſeruant, & offering him great 
offices and preferments at he could haue made him ſerue him in ordinarie; but he lcuing 
his libertie more then anie preferment, refuſed both his and other great offers ot 
great Princes and Cardinals , as alſo of Pope Leo the tenth, a great fauourer of learning, 
and good wits, of all whom notwithſtanding he recciued many graces , and ſome good 

iftes; but for countries ſake, and of his gratefull nature he was cuer relying of the 
— of Ferrara; and finding that the duke did delight in his writings, and ſpeci- 
ally in fine Comedies, he made fiue: LA (aſſeria , 1 ſuppeſiti, Ia Lena , u Nigromante, 
la Schelaſtica : but of this laſt he made but three actes, and it was fimſhed by his bro- 
ther Ga%rx/. Thele Comedies the duke did fo highly eſteeme, that he built a verie 
ſumptuous ſtage in a faire large hall at Ferrara, of purpole for a place to haue them 
_ and repreſented in his court : and he vicd other great tokens of fauour to him, 

ut ſpecially (wluch is indeed the onely true token of fauour in a Prince) he gaue 
him great rewards , enabling him thereby to build a congement houſe m Ferrara, 
with a delicate garden to it, in which he vicd often to fit and walke, and make ver- 
ſes, and writing diuqs other both wittic and pleaſant diſcourſes, or tranſlations out 
of French or Spaniſh, with ſuch felicitic and good grace in the Italian, that his do- 


tranſlating ove ings were in great account with all the Princes of Italy, and they ſent him mami 


of Son 
other tcon?s, 


gittes for copies of them: but office of charge he was exceeding loth to take, ſaying, 
that he would not ſell his libertie for the beſt Hat in Rome, meaning a Cardinals 
Hat; further he would confeſſe of himſelſe that he was variable in his deſires, and in 


Hu temper%ce his diſpoſition, and therefore would be tide to nothing : For his dyet he was verie tem- 


in dict.

ate, anda great enimie of exceſſe and ſurſeting, and fo careleſſe of delicates, as though 

e had had no perſcuerance in the taſt of meates, in ſo much as one day a friend of his 

in ſport, cauſed a Muskite to be ſet before him in ſteed of a Partrich, but by miſtaking of 

the ſeruingman that ſet it on the boord , another Gentleman happend to taſt it, and ſo 
the ieſt was diſcouercd, and he writeth of himſelſe in one place, 


Io non ho troppo guſto de vinande, 
Che Scalco ſia, ſui degno eſſer ai mondo

That is to ſay, that his taſt was not delicate, and that he was fit to haue liued in the world 
when they fed on Akorns: howbeit, for women I cannot ſo much praiſe his tempe- 
rance, for he is noted to haue had diſhoneſt companic with one Air andra, though 
ſome ſay he was married to her priuily , and durſt not be acknowne of it for feare 
to leeſe ſome ſpirituall liuings that he had, which were not lawtull to be held by a mar- 
ried man, but how ſo euer it was, his two ſonnes were counted but baſe borne, though 
both of chem proſperd reaſonable well in the world, their names were I in gimo and Guan 
Battiit a. I irgnus became a ſpirituall man; and his father ſurrenderd ſome of his liuings 
vnto him, the other became captaine of a band of the dukes, and a man of good 
account with the duke. Alſo there was a Ladic called Gerewr4 a faire and modeſt La- 
die, whom he made great profeſiion of loue vnto, but whether he enioyed her or no, 
it is not knojwne , and therefore we may imagine the bell ; he fell in loue with one (whe- 

| ther 
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ther that were this Genewy4 or no, I know not,) in Florence in the houſe of Veſbucci, a 


kinſwoman of his, finding her one day dreſſing of a cotelike an armour for one ofher 
ſonnes, againſt he ſhould go into the great ſhew that they haue there on midſummer eeue 


(as they were wont to haue here in London,) where vpon he made that compariſon in 


the 5.4. ſtanſe of the xxi11y. booke of Orlands Furioſo, of the wound that the noble Zer- 
bmo Prince of Scotland, had receiued of Atandricarde. 


T he Prince ſo eager was he felt no ſmart, 

Tet ran the blond out of hu breſt amaine, 

And of his armor ail the former part, 

With cramſen ſtreame of blond it did deft aim: 
Ss haue ] ſcene her hand, that to mie hart 
Hath bene a cauſe of anguiſh great and pam, 

W hen ſhe a purple ſeame or flowre hath dr awne, 
In ſiluer Hertie, or mſleene of lawne, 


Alſo his pretie fantaſticall beginning of the ſiue and thirtie Canto in the firſt and ſecond 
ſtaffe, with the firſt and ſecond & third of the ſixteenth Canto, do proue that he was ſub- 
iect to that paſſion of loue, but withall , that his loue was placed vpon women of good 
worth and of great modeſtie; now though I dare not excuſe him in this ſo great a tault, 
yet partly in reſpe& he was vamarried, partly becauſe theſe white diuels haue ſuch a tem- 
ting power vpon earth, me thinkes I ſhould eaſily obtaine apardon for him, of all 
you that cad this ſhort diſcourſeof his life. But omitting this one peccadilio, in all his 
other proceedings he was verie modeſt,and iuſt, and affable,and verie graue and diſcreet, 
as he well approued, when after the death of Ces the tenth, he was (though halte againſt 
his will) employed by the duke. as a Licutenant or high fhrecue, in the countrie called 
Graffignana, being then full of factions and diuiſions, which he ſo orderly gouerned,and 
ſo well quieted, that he left them all in good peace and concord, leauing among them 
a veric good report of his wiſcdome and equitie, and winning not onely the loue 
of the better ſort, but alſo a wonderfull reuerence of the wilder ſort of people, and a 
great awe euen in robbers and theeues : as appeared one day by a chance that happe- 
ned to him in the time of that forenamed office. For as he rode one day with five or ſixe 
horſes, in one of the molt licentious and diſorderly parts of the countrie, he was to paſle 
neere Rhodea by a companie of armed men that lay diſperſed in the ſhade, and by 
meanes of the diſſenſion and falling out of two men of ſome reckning in that countrey 
called Dememco Aorotto, and Philippe Pact ſuone, there were dayly diuers ryots and out- 
rages committed thereabout vpon the paſſengers by ſuch kinde of men, ſo as he rode 
by them not without ſame doubt to haue bene aſſaulted: but being paſt them about 
a ſtones caſt, the chiefe of the companie demaunded of his man that rode hinder- 
moſt, what his maſters name was, he told him Maſter Lodowihe Arioſto, where- 
vpon ſtraight che partie armed as he was ran after him; Arioſts ſtayed his horſe ſee- 
ing him come after him, doubting in his minde to what — he came, but 
when he came nearer, he craued pardon of him, that he had not done his due - 
tie vnto him in his going by, ſhewing lum how he was Philiypo Pacechione , deſiring 
his acquaintance, and offering to be at his commaundement with all humilitic a 
courteſie. 

Not long after this, hauing occaſiõ about ſome matter of his office to haue ſome cõferẽce 
with one ot the principal Gentlemen of Lucca, & appointing the ſame gentleman to meet 
himat a towne called San Pellegrino: At his comming thither, he found not only the ſaid 
gentlemi there redy to attend him, but alſo divers others. with Ladies & gentlewome that 
came of purpoſe to ſee hum, drawne by the fame ol = learning & wit, where they fealled

him and intertained him verie noblie, euerie one ſtriuing who could do him moſt courte - 
fie. Immediatly after this commiſſion of his was expired, he was carneſtly delt with 
to haue bene Ambaſlador to Pope Clement , but he would by no meanes accept it. At 
his comming home giuing himſelſe {till to writing, the duke entreated him to tranſlate 
dhe Menecmu of Plaus into Italian , which he did with ſo fit phraſes of ſpeech, and loa- 
greeable to the Italian tongue, that it was not counted among the leaſt of his praiſes, and 
as for all the other Comedies of his making, they were of fuch eſtimation, that they were 
often repreſented vpon the ſtage , and for the molt part by Gentlemen, in ſo much that 
Don Fraxceſco of Eite, that was after Marques of Maſſa, the firſt time that the Lena was 
plaid,to grace it the more, rehearſed the Prologue thereof himſelfe in publike. 

One of his Comedies called Caſſeria, he began in the life time of his father (though he 
intermitted it many yeares after) and one pretie accident they haue noted about it, which 
ſhewes his notable gift that he had to apply to imitation in his Poetrie, al that might with 

A prety chance good iudgement be vſed in it. It fortuned his father one day grew into ſome choler with 
him, and rebuked him very ſharply,and with a long ſpeech & many words, for ſome mat- 
ter that he laid to his charge, imputing to him verie great blame for it, and al the while he 
made him no anſwere, but gaue him full ſcope and \bertic to take his pleaſure with him: 
ſoone after his brother Gabriel, when his father had turned his back,began to reaſon with 
him vpon the ſame ſubiect, and to lay to his charge the ſame arguments; but he eaſily re- 
futed him, and with verie good and ſound reaſons iuſtified his doing. Why then? (quoth 
his brother) what ment you, you did not ſatiſhe my father at the farſt, as you might eaſily 
haue done with ſo reaſonable an anſwere ? In troth( ſaid Lodowike Ariofts)to tell you true, 
1 was thinking of Eroſilos part in my Comedie I haue begun of { aſſeria, and me thought 
my fathers ſpeech tome, was ſo fit to be aſſigned to that part of an old man chiding his 
ſonne; that I forgat while I was thinking to make ſuch apart in ſport, that I hard ſuch a 

part plaid in earneſt. In making his Furioſo, he would riſe ſometime at one or two of 

An eng riſer. the clocke in the morning when he lay at his friends houſes, as well as when he was at 
home, and then he would cauſe an old ſeruant of his one John de Peſcia to bring him 
pen and inke, and ſo would write manie verſes when he found himſelfe well diſpoſed 
to it, and then he had a great pleaſure to read them to his friends, both Gentlemen and 
faire Ladies, among whom by the pleaſantnes of his wit and his good grace, he was euer 

eln. Well accepted. The duke of Ferrara tooke him for ſo good a companion, that when he 
pon hn rode any iorney, he would deſire to haue him with him, and at idle times he tooke great 
the way. pleaſure to haue him read to him, as well other bookes as his own, he had ſo good a grace 
in reading, and ſo ſweete a pronunciation, and yet not delighting to heare himſelfe (a 
fault chat many other haue bene noted of) but alwayes giuing a ſpirite to that which he 
read, whether it were his owne writing or other mens: and as he himſclfe could pro- 

Hut d'"- nounce verie well, ſo was it a great penance to him to heare other pronounce ill, that 

wie which himfelfe had written excellent well. In ſo much as they tell of him, how com-

brake diuers of the pots; the poore potter put quite belide his ſong, and _ 
| ide 
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beſide himſelſe, to fee his market halfe mord before it was a quarter done, ina pitifull 
ſowre manner, betweene rayling and whyning , asked what he ment to wrong a poore 
man that had neuer done him imurie in all his life, yes (Varlet) quoth inne, I am yet 
ſcarce euen withthee, for the wrong thou haſt done me here aſore my face; for I haue bro- 
ken but halfe a dozen baſe potz of thine, that are not worth ſo many halfe pence; but thou 
haſt broken and mangled a fine ſtanza of myne worth a marke of gold. 

He built(as I partly touched before)a pretie conuenient houſe , and being demaunded 
why he did not build it in more ſtately maner, conſideting what ſomptuous Pallaces,what 
ſtately Porches, what goodly foutaines he deſcribed in his Furioſo he anſwered that words 
were cheaper layd together then ſtones. Vpon the front of his doore he wrate a Verſe, that 
few of the builders of this later age can truely write, or at leaſt if they could, I would ſay 
their houſes were ſtrongly built indeed, for more then the third heyre.

One fault in his building was, he would often ſet vp and pull downe many parts there- 
of, and he would ſay of humlſclfe, that he vſed his houſe as he did his Verſes, mend them ſo 
much. that he mard them quite. For indeed, as a tree planted in an orchard, if it be once 
or twiſe well pickt and pruned , it doth further the growing of it,but if a man be euer fid- 
ling about it, it will lceſe the naturall beautie and hardly keepe life, ſo is it with one of his 
ſtanzes or ſtaues, as we call them, at the firſt conceiuing of it, one may mend that which 
he ſhall ſodauily ſet do vne, but if one will ſtill be turning and wrelting of it, he may 
make it leeſe the grace it had at the firſt . But what fault ſoeuer lumſelſe did finde 
with his one Verſes, certaine it is that to all the great Princes of Italie they were

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molt acceptable, as witneſleth the divers great and honorable giſtes they gaue lum, aa 


namely a penſion of twentie pound by the yeare in Millan with an office to it, geuen him 
by Huypelyto; many ſutes graunted him by the Duke of Ferrara, with great rewardes 
from Pope Leo the tenth , trom Cardinall Farze/e, from Cardinall Zyb:ena, and chictly 
from Marques I aſto, and divers other meaner ſtates that for breuities ſake are omitted. 
And becaute now I would alſo dra to an end, Iwill a little runne ouer that that hath 
been (aid with ſomewhat that hath been forgotten, and ſo conclude, beginning from his 
byrth. He was borne the yeare 1474. in the Caſtle of Rheggio, his tather being then 
gouernour of the Caſtle, it ſtandes in Lombardie; he was tall of perſon , of complexion 
melancholie, geuen much to ſtudie and muſing, and would therewith ſometime forget 
himſelfe; he was of coulour like an oliue ſome what tawnie in his face, but fayre skinned 
otherwiſe, his haire was blacke but he quicklie grew bald, his forchead was large, his 
eyebrowes thin, his eye a little hollow but very full of life, and very blacke, his noſe was 
large and hoolced (as they ſay the kings of Perſia were) his teeth paſſing euen and white, 
his cheekes but leane, his beard very thin, his neck vel proportioned, us ſhoulders ſquare 
and well made, but ſomewhat ſtooping , as almoſt all that looke much on bookes in their 
youth are inclined to be, his hand ſomewhat dry, and a little bowe legged. His counterfait 
was taken by T 11440 that excellent drawer ſo wel to the life that a man would thinke yet 
it were aliue; he was honoured with the Lawrell , by the handes of the renowned Em- 
r Charles the fift , in the yeare 1 532. which was aveare before he dyed Now: for 

is difpolitionas we haue partly touched before; he was of nature aftable , not proud, 
taking leſſe vpon him then others did yeeld vnto him, yer putting vp no knowne miu- 
rie not ot his betters; ſome what amorous in his youth, very ſecret, paſſing ſtudious,by na- 
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ture, fearefull vpon the water, and therefore when he went out of a ſhip at any time he 
would ſee others goe before him vſing that ſaying , De puppe nouiſſimuſ ext. — 
myne one 2— 2 22 22 — on - 
backe, for they ſay hee would light at euerie place of daunger though others rode ouer 
it. He loued not to go much abroad out of his owne country, in ſo much as he writs in 
one of lus Satyrs,

For his workes I haue touched them before; as for the fiue Carte that follow Furio/d, 
I am partly of opinion they were not his,both becauſe me thinke they differ in ſweetneſle 
of ſtile from the other, and beſide it is not likely, that a man of his judgement having 
made fo abſolute a peece of worke,as his Farzo/s u, and hauing brought cuery matter to 
a good and well pleaſing concluſion , would, as it were, mar all agayne, and ſet them 
all by the cares and bring Rogers into the Whales bellie, and Aſtelſe with him for com- 
_ , thata little before were rs of the world, & vnmatchable for courage & 
earnyng but to proceede to his end; he liued till he was 59. old, & toward his latter 
end he grew ſickly, & by much Phiſicke marred his ſtomake, his ſicknes grew firſt as they 
write by meanes of ill digeſtiõ, he being a groſſe feeder, and not chewing his meat well. ſo 
that in the end it weal ned him very much. That very night that he fickned and tooke his 
bed, there happened a miſchaunce that — opiniõ of moſt mẽ, a preſage of his 
death. The goodly Hall that A/fon/e had beautified, with the moſt ſum $ ſtage that 
had been (cen in Ferrara,(purpoſely for Arioſto: Comedies) was fiered by miſchaunce, 
and confumed a great part of the Dukes Pallace beſide : Now if fire, as one Artemedoruns 
writeth,betokeneth fame and greatnes,then, this vnfortunat fire, fortuning at ſuch a time 
as it did, may yet ſerue as a meane to enoble the more this famous mans death; and as Co- 
metz are (aid to foreſhow the death of Princes, ſo this terrible fire lalling ſo many dayes as 
it did, might be thought to foretel his death, chiefly ſince it conſumed that worke that was 
built for his great fame and honour. He tooke his ſickneſſe not onely paciently but euen 
chearefully,afhrming that he was willing to dye, and ſo much the rather becauſe he hard 
that the greateſt diuines were of opmion, that after this life we ſhould know one another, 
aftirming(to his friends that were by)that many of his friends were departed,whb6 he had a 
very great deſire to viſite. & that cuery houre ſeemed to hima yearetill he might ſee the. In 
line, he dyed in Ferrara the viij. of Iuly. 1 533, and though he were worthy of all honour, 
yet 
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et this was all the honour he had done at that time, that the Monckes of $ . Bener buried 
him in their Church(and contrary to their cultome, which is neuer to go to burials) went 
with him to his buriall, and chat there was ſcarce a man that could writ , but did honour 
him with an Epitaph, his bones were after taken vp by one Sygnor Argu/tmo,and layd in a 
very fayre tombe, with his ſtatue from the girdle vpward, in the forenamed Church of S. 
Benet. And now to cloſe vp this whole diſcourſe of his life, with the greateſt prayſe, hee 
was a molt charitable and honeſt man, as appeared both by his great care he had of his a- 
ged mother(whomalſo he ſpeakes of often in his S . and otftr writings)faving in one 
place, «|

And alſo by this example that is recited of him, of an aged Prieſt that hauing three or 
foure fat benefices, was in great doubt to be poyſoned for greedineſſe of them, by ſome 
that had the next Aduowſons, and in reſpect of the great honeſtie of M . Lodowthe Ario- 
ſlo, he choſe him before all his own kin ot friends with whom he would ſoiorne, as himſelte 
bol leth, and indeed it was a good boſt.
